College ‘would rival Oxbridg e’ 

with £10k a year private tuition

A LEADING academic has drawn 
up plans to set up an elite univer¬ 
sity in the heart of Kent to rival 
Oxford and Cambridge. 

Dr Terence Kealey, vice-chancellor of the 
University of Buckingham, has approached 
Imperial College London about using the dis¬ 
used Wye College, near Ashford, as a site for 
the proposed institution. 

The campus is owned by Imperial and was 
previously used for agricultural studies and, 
until last summer, as a business school for the 
University of Kent. 

An Imperial official confirmed the college 
had been approached by the University of 
Buckingham - the only private university in 
the country - about the site. 

Dr Kealey told Kent on Sunday the pro¬ 
posed university would be an extension of 
Buckingham and would be a future rival to 
Oxford and Cambridge. “We want to set up 
new educational activities in the beautiful 
buildings of Wye College, offering a selection 
of subjects,” he said. “It is the perfect location, 
close to Europe, Eurostar and the Channel 


ports - ideal for international students.” 

Dr Kealey said the private university would 
focus on quality teaching rather than 
research, offering smaller class sizes, better 
personal contact and small group tutorials. 

He also stressed a private institution would 
not be restricted by the Government. 

“Traditional universities are limited by what 
they can do due to the financial memorandums 
they have with the Government,” he said. 

Freedom 

“They have no say over the number of stu¬ 
dents they can have or what fees they can 
charge, due to the grants they receive from 
Westminster. We are about freedom - many 
academics believe universities should not be 
Government-run.” 

The institution would charge about £10,000 
a year in tuition fees, whereas traditional cen¬ 
tres cost about £3,000. Asked whether a pri¬ 
vate university would restrict poorer families 
from getting a place, he said: “At the moment, 


yes. Buckingham does not have large endow¬ 
ments and we do charge fees upfront. In future, 
however, we hope the university will have a big 
enough endowment fund to offer places to stu¬ 
dents regardless of family income.” 

He also argued that tuition fees in main¬ 
stream universities were going to rise sharply 
in the coming years. 

“Private universities are cost-effective. 
Students study throughout the first two years 
and work in their third year,” he said. 

Dr Kealey also claimed criticism against 
private universities was unfounded. “Some 
say we are elitist, but we are simply doing 
things a different way,” he said. 

Subjects such as liberal arts and law could 
be based at the campus. Wye College was the 
centre of controversy in 2006 when Imperial 
put forward plans for an international 
research centre and science park. 

Residents said it would turn their pictur¬ 
esque village into a town and the proposals 
were eventually abandoned.

Parents fear 
reshuffle of 
special needs 
education

WORRIED parents have voiced 
their concerns about proposed 
changes to the way autistic chil¬ 
dren are educated. 

Kent County Council says its Lead Schools 
initiative will improve the learning experi¬ 
ence for youngsters with special educational 
needs (SEN), but parents fear it will result in 
the removal of specialist units which prepare 
autistic children for mainstream inclusion. 

John Franklin is the founder of the 
Gravesend-based Fathers Club, which offers 
support and guidance to more than a 100 
fathers of children with an autistic spectrum 
conditions. 

He said: “Under KCC’s proposals, autistic 
children can either go to mainstream schools 
or full-on autistic schools. But there’s a cate¬ 
gory of child that really needs the opportuni¬ 
ty to start off in a unit and to gradually grow 
into a mainstream school. 

Successful 

“It appears that with its Lead Schools proj¬ 
ect, KCC is cutting out the middle tier. The 
children themselves probably wouldn’t 
notice the difference, but that’s not the point. 

“There are parents who are so desperately 
worried that there is not going to be the 
proper provision for their child. 

“Autistic children can develop with the 
right attention. They’re never going to be 
like you and me but with the right support 
we can help them be successful.” 

The role of a lead school is to give teachers 
specialist training in dealing with SEN 
pupils and share good practice with other 
nearby schools, while forging links with key 
voluntary groups and organisations. 

According to a letter sent to Mr Franklin 


by a KCC representative, the council is 
developing lead schools in place of the in¬ 
school units. It adds that the objective for 
such schools is “to move towards a greater 
focus on delivering support to children in 
their local mainstream school and to build¬ 
ing capacity of mainstream schools in sup¬ 
porting children with SEN”. 

A separate document entitled Expec¬ 
tations of a Cluster Lead School for Autism 
indicates that provision “needs to be sited 
within/close to the main body of the school, 
rather than as a separate building unit”. 

According to Mr Franklin, while some 
autistic pupils are fine learning among other 
children in mainstream schools, others need 
to be eased into it. 

Yet despite parents’ concerns, a KCC 
spokesman reassured them there was noth¬ 
ing to fear. He said: “KCC is not removing 
units for children with special needs from 
mainstream schools in the county. 

“A review of specialist provision at schools 
across Kent identified an increase in the 
number of young people with some particu¬ 
lar need types. 

“KCC is seeking to enhance provision for 
children and young people with special edu¬ 
cational needs. This will be done by building 
on existing expertise and working with other 
schools to increase the county’s capacity.” 

However, Mr Franklin said he felt the 
authority was being economical with the 
truth. He added: “They might not be remov¬ 
ing any units at the moment but that’s not to 
say they won’t in the future. I’ve spoken to 
someone in Kent who is an expert on all this, 
and he is absolutely mortified about what’s 
going on. 

“It’s a burning issue at the moment for par¬ 
ents of autistic children, and there are a lot 
of desperate people out there.” 

The Lead Schools project is being piloted at 
several schools throughout the county. A 
report on how successful it has been will be 
presented to cabinet members in the summer. 


CHILDREN from deprived families will 
soon benefit from more than £4 million in 
funding to help them access after-school 
activities, writes Marijke Cox. 

From April, youngsters from less well-off 
families will have the chance to take part in 
after-school clubs and holiday activities 
which their parents can’t afford. 

The move by the Training and Dev¬ 
elopment Agency for Schools (TDA) follows 
a study that found 80 per cent of senior 
school staff believed some families in Kent 
are struggling to pay for extracurricular 
activities. 

Instead, children are missing out on vital 
resources, which experts believe help pupils 
progress in their education. 

Hilary Emery, executive director of devel¬ 
opment and improvement at the TDA, said 
the subsidy will bring in equal opportuni¬ 
ties for all children. 

Opportunities 

“Schools offering extended services are 
reaping the benefits, with many headteach¬ 
ers reporting pupils having increased moti¬ 
vation, better behaviour, improved atten¬ 
dance and higher levels of overall attain¬ 
ment,” she said. 

“It is easy to see how the subsidy makes 
such a difference, as it means all children 
and young people have the same opportuni¬ 
ty to access out-of-hours school activities.” 

In Kent, £4,266,844 of additional funding 
has been set aside from April to try and 
tackle problems where poorer families are 
unable to afford clubs held before or after 
school or in the holidays. 

Funding will come from the TDA, which 
is a non-departmental government body, 
and be allocated by Kent County Council. 

A resource pack has also been created to 
show schools the benefits of extracurricular 
activities and how the funding can help. 

Ms Emery said: “Schools need to ensure 
financially disadvantaged children are 
aware of the extended services on offer in 
their school, the benefits of involvement 
and that they can take part too.” 

Examples of how the money could be 
spent were outlined by pilot projects, 
including arts and crafts and sports clubs 
such as snooker. 

Cllr Sarah Hohler, cabinet member for 
children, families and education at Kent 
County Council, said: “It will help schools 
and partners extend their excellent choice 
of activities to include pupils who would not 
otherwise have been able to participate for 
financial reasons.”

TINY street dancer Akai Osei 
will take to the stage tonight in a 
bid to become the UK’s best 
dance act on Skyl’s Got to 
Dance. 

And not only will the 10-year-old have to 
perform in front of judges - legendary tap- 
dancer Adam Garcia, Pussycat Doll 
Kimberly Wyatt and Diversity leader 
Ashley Banjo - but more than a million 
viewers are expected to tune in and vote 
during the final. 

Akai, who blew the judges away in his 
first audition, is one of six performers cho¬ 
sen from 18 hopefuls by the public to com¬ 
pete for the coveted title of UK’s best dance 
act and a prize of £100,000. 

But the youngster, who has been at dance 
school for just a year, takes it all in his 
stride despite being one of the youngest 
contestants in the competition. 

Pressure 

Speaking to Kent on Sunday before the 
semi-finals, Akai, from Orpington, admitted 
to feeling the pressure backstage, but added 
that once he starts dancing the nerves dis¬ 
appear. 

“I was a bit nervous before I went on stage 
in my first audition, but I knew it would be 
OK,” he said. 

Explaining how he choreographs his com¬ 
plex routines, he said: “I just put music on, 
listen to the beat and start dancing.” 

His moves in last Sunday’s semi-finals got 
the audience on their feet and left the 
judges speechless, putting him through to 
tonight’s final. 

The tiny dancer performed to a mix of 
songs by Michael Jackson, Missy Elliott 
and Joe Budden, showing off his break¬ 
dancing and body-popping skills. 


Is Ben in the dream team? 


VIEWERS of a football-themed reality 
show will find out tonight if a Kent school¬ 
boy has won a dream contract with Jose 
Mourinho’s Inter Milan. 

Ben Greenhalgh, 17, from Orpington, has 
reached the final three of the Skyl hit 
Football’s Next Star, the top prize of which 
is a professional deal with the Italian club. 

Filming for the show was completed in 
October but Ben has so far been unable to 
reveal which of the young hopefuls - 
including Irish duo Connor Smith and 
Craig Walsh - were successful. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I’m not allowed 
to give anything away, but it would certain¬ 
ly be life-changing to win the chance to play 
for Inter. 

“As soon as I found out I would be going 
to Italy for a month [for the filming], I knew 
I had to take it seriously because you don’t 
receive this sort of opportunity every day. 

“You’ve got to believe you’re going to go all 
the way. When we were out there they were 
saying it was between me and one other 
guy, but I just tried to relax and enjoy the 
experience rather than get nervous and 
worry about it.” 

Before signing up to take part in 
Football’s Next Star, Ben had already 
agreed to play for Welling United in the 
Blue Square South division. 

The show, which also stars Sky Sports

pundit Jamie Redknapp, kicked off seven 
weeks ago with 10 youngsters battling it 
out for a contract. 

Last week only five remained, with left¬ 
winger Ben outperforming centre-back 
Gavin Colton and striker Hicham Abdellah 
in a youth team match to clinch the last 
remaining final spot. Connor and Craig had 
already done enough to impress Inter coach 
Marco Monti.

THE east of the county was plunged in chaos 
on Thursday after heavy overnight snowfall. 

Even this gritting lorry, above, had problems 
on the ice when it slid into a wall in Tanners 
Hill, Hythe. 

Up to six inches of snow fell, with many com¬ 
muters unable to get to work as minor roads 
were left impassable. More than 160 schools 
closed for the day. 

Folkestone was virtually cut off by snow that 
blocked roads and halted trains. 

Sandgate Hill - one of the town’s main 
access points to the town - was blocked by one 
of many minor road crashes. For many, the 
problems began on Wednesday night. 

Hawkinge was effectively cut off from 8pm, 
with drivers forced to abandon their cars. 

Traffic was slow moving on the M20 between 
Leeds Castle and the coast, and junction 11a 
was closed. Eurotunnel suspended services 
through the Channel Tunnel. 

Despite many complaints about a lack of 
gritters, Kent County Council said all primary 
routes and some secondary routes were gritted 
on Wednesday. 

Highways chief Cllr Nick Chard said: ‘We go 
where we think there will be snow or freezing 
conditions. We have about 5,000 tons of salt. As 
soon as we’ve used salt we’ve tried to replenish 
supplies.” 

Train services were also badly hit. Early 
morning Javelin high-speed trains were can¬ 
celled due to the conditions. And Southeastern 
services to and from London were subject to 
delays and cancellations. 
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When asked by host Davina McCall if he 
was pleased with his performance, he said: 
“I think it went really well.” 

The judges seemed to agree. Akai’s idol, 
Banjo, said: “You showed us some real tech¬ 
nique and you left me speechless. In fact, 
when you perform next week, please can 
you make sure you don’t show me up as I’m 
dancing too and you are too good.” 

Wyatt praised the youngster for his skills 
and Adam Garcia said he gave the audi¬ 
ence an “infectious joy”. 

Akai’s mother Jenny said she was “so 
proud” and ran on stage to give her son a 
hug when McCall announced he’d got 
through to the finals with another dance 
act, The Box. The 33-year-old said: “He’s 
always loved dancing, he’s really got the 
moves. We’re so proud of him.” 

Akai is now up against five other dance 
acts: street crew Jukebox Juniors, contem¬ 
porary dancer Mathew Koon, Latin 
American dance troupe MJ Latin, ballet 


group The Box, and freestyle dancer Emily 
Crow. The final six were whittled down from 
thousands of hopefuls who took to the stage 
aiming to become the UK’s best dance act, 
The national competition attracted dancers 
of all kinds as McCall and the judges scoured 
the nation for the most impressive amateur 
performers.

Love a duck

LOVESICK ducks could be in for 
a Valentine’s Day treat thanks to 
matchmakers at the Kent Life 
farming attraction. 

Staff at the 28-acre site in Maidstone have 
offered their assistance to the tiny market 
town of Thirsk, North Yorkshire, where 
locals fear randy drakes will damage 
tourism during the mating season. 

Experts believe the “mob-handed mating 
technique” of the birds - which councillors 
fear could be scaring visitors away - may be 
due to the dwindling number of females on 
that section of the Cod Beck river. 

Kent Life director John Jordan said: 
“Ducks can become very aggressive in the

mating season and it sounds as though there 
are some real problems happening in Thirsk 
with such a female duck shortage. 

“We are trying to offer our help and are 
waiting to hear back, but with love in the air 
on Valentine’s Day we have some female 
ducks here who we know are looking for 
love. Perhaps we can send them up to our 
friends in the north, 
as I’m sure some of 
our girls will be 
able to keep the 
boys 

“If I were 
them I’d be 
quacking in 
my boots.” 
With the 
duck mating 
season fast 
approaching, 
officials at 
Thirsk Town 
Council have 
been in talks with 
the RSPB, Natural 
England and the 
Yorkshire Wildlife Trust 
in the hope of finding a 
solution. 

They say they have received sev¬ 
eral complaints about the aggressive 
behaviour of the drakes, which can be “dis¬ 
tressing” for young children. 

Thirsk Town Council clerk Howard Kemp 
told KOS Media that councillors had 


considered moving the ducks away from the 
tourist centre. 

He added: “They thought that might alle¬ 
viate the problem, but there are various 
avenues they would have to go through first, 
so they’re looking at the regulations and 
information before they make a decision. 

“In any case, doing that might not work 
because the birds might just fly back again 
afterwards. 

“It’s not a major problem where people are 
ringing in and complaining every day, but 
comments have been made about the 
aggressive nature of the ducks because it 
can come as quite a shock to the system.” 

Formerly known as the Museum of Kent 
Life, the Kent Life farming attraction con¬ 
sists of a mix of educational activities and 
demonstrations that celebrate the county’s 
rural heritage. 

While Mr Kemp confirmed he had 
received an email regarding the ducks, he 
was unsure if the councillors would take Mr 
Jordan up on his offer. 

He said: “I think the idea is to lower the 
population rather than increase it, but I 
have no idea how the councillors will react 
until I report the offer at our next meeting.” 
• Weddington near Canterbury has been 
picked as one of the top five most romantic 
place-names in the UK.

Neglected children 
need foster parents 

A CHARITY that looks after abused and neg¬ 
lected children is appealing for foster carers to 
take on traumatised youngsters. 

The Caldecott Foundation, in Smeeth, near 
Ashford, is becoming inundated with requests 
from councils across the UK to find foster 
homes for children from deprived backgrounds. 

Keith Nix, Caldecott’s fostering service man¬ 
ager, said: “The foster carers we are looking for 
will be totally committed, have patience and a 
sense of humour. 

“Ideally they will also have experience of 
working with children, even if that simply 
means having had children of their own.

Mayor’s kitten was 
sucked dry of blood 


THE Mayor of Margate has been handed a 
12-month community order after admitting 
two charges of animal cruelty. 

In emotional scenes at Sittingbourne 
Magistrates Court on Wednesday, Edwin 
Watt-Ruffell admitted giving inadequate flea 
treatment and failing to provide adequate 
veterinary care to a five-week-old kitten, in 
breach of the Animal Welfare Act of 2006. 

The animal had been sucked dry of blood 
by the fleas, the court heard. 

Try councillor Watt-Ruffell, of Kingston 
Avenue, Garlinge, will have to carry out 80 
hours unpaid community work over the next 
12 months and pay £2,000 prosecution costs. 

Prosecutor Hywel Jenkins said on the 
morning of August 24 last year two workmen 
entered the home of Watt-Ruffell and his 
wife, to lay a kitchen floor. 

They encountered a spread-eagled, crying, 
dull-eyed, sick kitten which obviously had a 
flea problem and matted fur. 

The men complained to Watt-Ruffell, who 
shut it away. The workmen were so con¬ 
cerned they contacted the RSPCA, but when 
officers called that afternoon the kitten and 
Watt-Ruffell were nowhere to be seen. 

He returned later with the animal, which 
was described as being in a “sorry state”. 

By the time the RSPCA officers had looked at 
it and taken it to their van it had died. 


The kitten was 
found to have 150 
fleas and was “des¬ 
perately anaemic”. 

Mr Jenkins said 
Watt-Ruffell, 53, had 
“not noticed anything 
wrong with the cat”, 
which was four or 
five weeks old, but 
vets later decided its 
condition must have 
been deteriorating 
for about five days. 

Paul Goldspring, defending, said his client 
had sought treatment for the animal, but the 
vets had been closed, although he accepted 
he could have sought emergency treatment. 

The mayor, who broke down in tears as the 
cat’s condition was detailed, had been a long¬ 
time pet owner and taken in rescue cats in 
the past, the court was told. 

Mr Goldspring said Watt-Ruffell had “acted 
ignorantly” and the events had ended in a 
“tragic aftermath”. 

Watt-Ruffell’s wife, Alexandra, had also 
been in the dock, but the charges against her 
were dismissed after her husband changed 
his plea to guilty after an hour’s recess. 

Mr Goldspring said his client accepted he 
might not be able to remain as mayor. 



POLICE council tax will rise by nearly 
three per cent to cover “continuing 
demands” on policing. The rise of 2.99 
per cent means the average tax payer will have 
to pay an extra 8p a week - or £4 a year - 
bringing the total police payment to £138 a 
year for a band D household in 2010-11. 

Ann Barnes, chair of Kent Police Authority, 


said it was the lowest police council tax rise in 
the last 10 years, despite the need for an extra 
£8 million for this year’s £285m budget. 

Last year, it was set at £277m with a 4.99 per 
cent rise in tax. 

Mrs Barnes said: “We need to balance the 
pressures of the chief constable with the value- 
for-money service for the public.”

Vicar’s dramatic new role 


AS THE new chaplain of 
the Marlowe Theatre, 
Reverend Mark Ball is 
stepping into a brand 
new spotlight. 

Although his predecessor as 
Priest in Charge of the 
Canterbury city centre parishes 
also held the post, Rev Ball will 
be the first priest to preside over 
the theatre in its exciting new 
incarnation. 

The multi-million pound rede¬ 
velopment will not be completed 
until next year, but he has 
already been getting his skates 
on and breaking the ice with 
performers. 

Last month he met the Russian 
Ice Stars when they performed at 
the Marlowe Theatre Arena, the 
temporary venue which has been 
set up at Kingsmead. It was an 
interesting first job for him in a 
role that will involve meeting a 
diverse range of characters. 

“Initially, it’s about getting to 
know all the staff who are work¬ 
ing in the administration and 
management of the theatre,” he 
said. “Every time a production 
comes to the theatre, I get to 
know everyone involved.” 

The life of a stage performer 
might seem a glamorous one, but 
it appears that those in show 
business have a need for support 
and advice, particularly when on 
the road. 

The Actors’ Church Union has 
been promoting the Church of 
England’s work since 1899, main¬ 
taining a link between Christ¬ 
ianity and theatres, studios and 
performing arts schools all over 
the country. 


“It’s about getting to know the 
teams in terms of offering a wel¬ 
come from the church, as well as 
someone to speak with and listen 
to them,” Rev Ball said. 

“Especially for visiting teams 
who have been on the road for a 
long time, away from home, they 
need someone to listen to them. 

“It’s an expression of the church’s 
pastoral care for eveiyone, but par¬ 
ticularly in the theatre.” 

Rev Ball, 38, previously held 
the role of chaplain at an acting 
school in Essex, so he is no 
stranger to the creative life. 

“I have a general interest in the 
arts. I think the theatre can con¬ 
tribute a lot to the community, in 
a lot of ways, and I enjoy it.” 

He has been parish priest in 
Canterbury for 18 months and is 
looking forward to working with 
the new Marlowe Theatre, which 
will offer a greater range of high 
quality productions to audiences 
in East Kent. 

“We are there for the whole 
community, not just the people 
who come to church every 
Sunday,” he said. “It is part of that 
responsibility to care for everyone 
in the parish area, but it’s quite 
difficult to focus sometimes. 

“The theatre will be right next 
door to St Peter’s Church, so it is 
a close physical neighbour, and 
it’s nice to have a framework 
within the community. 

“There are lots of church proj¬ 
ects across the country, and the 
world, where Christians express 
their understanding of the truth 
of the Good News through the 
arts and media.”

Gurkhas paying high 
price to come to UK

THE victory in the campaign for 
Gurkha settlement rights has 
been dealt a bitter blow as retired 
soldiers in Nepal take desperate 
measures to pay their visa fees. 

Some have turned to borrowing from illegal 
money lenders, while others have sold off 
their precious Nepalese land to meet the 
£400 costs needed to settle in the UK. 

Then Home Secretary Jacqui Smith 
announced in the House of Commons last 
May that all Gurkha soldiers with at least 
four years’ service in the British Army will be 
allowed to live in this country 

But these former soldiers have come up 
against fees that in Nepal - one of the poor¬ 
est countries in the world - are extortionate. 

The average wage in Nepal is less than 
£150 a year, or around 35 pence a day. 

Actress Joanna Lumley, whose father was a 
Gurkha officer, led the crusade for Gurkha 
rights alongside Shepway Lib Dem councillor 
Peter Carroll. 

The Absolutely Fabulous star has now writ¬ 
ten to Home Secretary Alan Johnson asking 
for him to waive the visa costs for the 178 
retired Gurkhas who were previously blocked 
from residing in the UK. 

Mr Carroll, who founded the Gurkha Just-

ice Campaign in 2004, said he hopes the Gov¬ 
ernment will deal with the situation sensibly. 

“Common sense should prevail and these 
visa fees should be waived,” he said. 

“The costs for visas are per person so for a 
family, where they have to pay for each mem¬ 
ber, it is extremely difficult. 

“It’s shocking that some are going to loan- 
sharks and selling their land.” 

Mr Carroll said the problem has not taken 


away the victory of the Gurkha campaign, 
and he hopes the situation will be dealt with 
quickly by the Government. 

Folkestone town councillor Dhan Gurung, 
who was the first Gurkha to take office in 
Britain, said ministers should have looked at 
how to deal with visas when the settlement 
rights were agreed. 

“These new rights have not been imple¬ 
mented properly by the Government,” he 
said. “Veterans who fought for this country 
returned to Nepal a long time ago and they 
don’t have good pensions or earnings. 

“Many of them are living in the hills on 
farms and for some people it takes days to col¬ 
lect their pension. 

“These Gurkhas are even selling their prop¬ 
erty to pay for their visas.” 

He added that widows of former soldiers 
who are living in Kent have still not received 
official paperwork, meaning they have no 
rights to pensions. 

“Asylum seekers come here with nothing 
and yet the Government supports them, but 
the Gurkhas have to look after themselves,” 
he said. “We would be very grateful if the 
Home Secretary waives these visa fees - 
these Gurkhas fought for this country and 
they deserve that.” 

Shomcliffe Barracks in Folkestone is home 
to the 2nd Battalion The Royal Gurkha 
Rifles, who are currently serving in 
Afghanistan, while nearly half the soldiers 
from the Maidstone-based 36 Engineers 
Regiment are Queen’s Gurkha Engineers. 


NolO thank you

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‘Swine flu jab - too much too late’ 


A LABOUR MP and doctor said he 
was frustrated at the lack of swine 
flu vaccine early on in the pandem¬ 
ic that killed more than 14,000 
people around the world, writes 
Chris Murphy. 

Dr Howard Stoate, the MP for Dartford, is 
also a practising GP in Bexleyheath. He said 
delays in the production of swine flu vaccine 
early in the campaign had an effect on uptake. 

The doctor said when people needed the vac¬ 
cine not enough was available and now sup¬ 
plies are finally through, few need it. 

Dr Stoate is also co-chair of an all-party 


group that quizzed GPs and healthcare agen¬ 
cies about the NHS’s performance during the 
pandemic in an information gathering process 
to assess how well it had gone. 

The group said the drip-feed of vaccine arriv¬ 
ing at practices during the height of public 
concern was deeply worrying. 

Dr Stoate said now GPs have supplies arriv¬ 
ing at their surgeries, it is simply too late. 

“At one time at my practice we had hun¬ 
dreds, perhaps thousands, of phone calls with 
people saying, ‘Can we have the vaccine?’ 

“But we were getting a batch of 500 at ran¬ 
dom and then nothing for a week or two. When 
the public wanted the vaccine we didn’t have 
it available. But now it is available, people 


don’t want it. That’s a tragic situation.” 

He said: “No-one is really to blame. The 
companies that manufacture it couldn’t keep 
up with demand. Hopefully valuable lessons 
have been learned so if there is another out¬ 
break, the system will work faster. 

“Supplies were erratic at the start. The 
companies couldn’t make it quick enough. 
It took weeks for supply to catch up with 
demand. I am not critical of anyone here. It 
was hard to get hold of the stuff. It was a 
global problem.” 

Swine flu cases have dropped steadily 
across the UK, and the National Pandemic 
Flu Service ended on Thursday. Anyone 
now concerned they have it should stay at 
home and contact their GP. 

Antivirals will still be prescribed and be 
available through designated pharmacies. 

Health chiefs in the county said if cases 
start to rise once more, the service will be 
back up and running within a week. 

Compromised 

They said those in the usual as-risk cate¬ 
gories should still have the jab and should 
contact their doctors. 

These include those aged over 65 years; 
pregnant women; household contacts of peo¬ 
ple with compromised immune systems; 
and children from six months to five years. 

Dr Alison Barnett, director of public 
health for Medway, said: “Although cases 
have reduced, for a small number of people 
swine flu can have serious consequences. 
This is why we urge those in the priority 
groups to make sure they have the vaccine. 

“It remains extremely important for 
everyone to practise good hygiene to pro¬ 
tect themselves and their families.

Army pulls together 
to mourn fallen hero

THE funeral of the 250th British 
soldier to die in Afghanistan took 
place on Thursday among some of 
the heaviest snowfall seen in 
Folkestone for years. 

Rifleman Pete Aldridge, who was killed in 
action aged 19, was remembered at a service at 
Holy Trinity Church in the town where he lived. 

The Army used 4x4 vehicles to get mourn¬ 
ers to the church, and soldiers from his for¬ 
mer unit, 4th Battalion The Rifles, spent the 
morning clearing snow from the approach. 

Among the mourners were the soldier’s 
parents - Andrew, a fire-fighter based in 
Croydon, and Caroline. The last thing 
Rifleman Aldridge said to the medic with 
him was to tell his mother that he loved her. 

Paying tribute before the service was 
Rifleman Aldridge’s commanding officer 
Lieutenant Colonel Rupert Jones: “The sol¬ 
diers worked hard to make sure the church 
was clear and the hearse could get to the 
church door. 


“I’m sure Rifleman Aldridge would have 
had a wry smile on his face to see his com¬ 
rades working so hard. This is one of the 
occasions when the regiment pulls together 
because we are, after all, a family.” 

On the approach to the church an honour 
guard of veterans representing regiments 
across the South East lowered their stan¬ 
dards in salute. 

The service started with a prayer that had 
been found taped inside the deceased sol¬ 
dier’s helmet. 

Among the lines were “Grant us the gifts of 
inward vision, determination and strength 
that we may approach the varied duties, 
tasks and days ahead of us with faith, with 
confidence and courage”. 

The coffin was later taken from the church 
to a private burial. 

Rifleman Aldridge was on foot patrol with 
3 Rifles Battle Group when he was killed by 
an explosion near Sangin in Helmand 
province on Friday, January 22. 

His body was then flown back to RAF 
Lyneham in Wiltshire before being led in a 
cortege through Wootton Bassett, which has 
come to symbolise the nation’s grief. 

Rifleman Aldridge had said to his family: 
“If I’m going to die, I want to die a soldier.”

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Port sale ‘will not be forced’ 


PRIME Minister Gordon Brown has denied 
claims the Government is trying to force pri¬ 
vatisation of the Port of Dover. 

His comments came in response to a heated 
enquiry by Dover and Deal MP Gwyn Prosser 
during Prime Minister’s Question Time at the 
House of Commons on Wednesday. 

The Labour MP raised the issue of the pro¬ 
posed sell-off and asked Mr 
Brown to dispel “fabrications” 
made by Tory parliamentary 
candidate for Dover, Charlie 
Elphicke. 

Mr Elphicke claimed the 
Government was “hell-bent” 
on selling to the highest bid¬ 
der, after Dover Harbour 
Board - which runs the port 
- announced plans to privatise last week. 

But Mr Brown rebuffed this, stating there 
will be no forced privatisation under Labour. 


He added: ‘We will look for new ways of 
getting in new investment into the port and 
the community.” 

After the debate, Mr Prosser said he was 
pleased with Mr Brown’s reassurance. 

“I’ve always argued that Dover Harbour 
Board could attract new investment without 
selling to the highest bidder and enriching the 
directors,” he said. 

“When the board first volunteered to priva¬ 
tise the port I reminded them they didn’t have 
the support of the community and I predicted 
their application would not be allowed under 
Labour - I am now more confident than ever 
that my prediction will prove correct” 

After the board announced plans to move 
into the private sector, speculation was raised 
that Port of Calais owner, Nord-pas-de-Calais 
county council, was a prospective buyer. 

Dover Harbour Board’s chief executive Bob 
Goldfield called the claims a “total fabrication”.

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On the look out 
for frisky seals

DOG walkers and trekkers on the 
Ramsgate coast are being asked to 
keep their eyes peeled and report 
any seal sex they come across. 

Experts are baffled over where grey seals 
are delivering their pups in the area and are 
even set to take to the skies to solve the riddle 
of the secret breeding grounds. 

The creatures are becoming a more common 
sight in the area, but marine specialists at the 
University of Kent are still wondering exactly 
where their birthing areas are hidden. 

Brett Lewis is heading up the investigation. 

He said: “We are pretty sure they are being 
weaned in this area, but we don’t know pre¬ 
cisely where. 

“We don’t want hordes of people to visit these 
coves scouring them to find the seals. But if a 
dog walker or someone sees anything they 


think we might be interested in, I would ask 
them to let us know all the details. 

“It will help us build up a bigger picture of 
where they are colonising.” 

He said the information is vital if these 
areas are to be protected. 

Mr Lewis said: “We are seeing an increase in 
tourism and development in this area and also 


quite an increase in the number of seals, too.” 

He said once they are bom, the pups need a 
long period on dry land before they are able to 
safely take to the water. 

“There is a colony on a sandbar off Rams¬ 
gate, but that is covered by tides, so the pups 
are being bom elsewhere.” 

He added: “Around Kent there doesn’t seem 


to be a place where they can breed so it’s a 
mystery as to where they’re having their pups.” 

But Jolyon Chesworth, the Wildlife Trust’s 
South East Marine Conservation Manager, is 
not to sure they are being bom in Kent. 

He said: “They can go off on their own and 
give birth in caves where it’s nice and secure, 
but I think it’s probably rare for large numbers

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New neighbours 
for butterflies and 


WILD horses will help save endangered but¬ 
terflies and birds after being released into 
one of Kent’s most important nature 
reserves, writes Steve Knight. 

The Konik-cross ponies - descendants of the 
Tarpan breed captured by Nazi geneticists in 
the 1930s - will graze at South Foreland 
Valley in Dover to help rare breeds prosper. 


Staff at the White Cliffs Countryside 
Project hope the natural management of the 
site, coupled with other areas of grassland 
being left to grow, will encourage as diverse a 
range of plant and animal life as possible. 

Project officer Josie Newman said: “We’ve 
been grazing the site for some years now 
with cattle, but the advantage you get with

of grey seals to breed in the English Channel. 

“Obviously they are being bom, but I would 
imagine it is in low numbers and that the high 
numbers come from elsewhere, possibly Lin¬ 
colnshire, and are swimming down to Kent. 

“If they were breeding here regularly I think 
someone would have found them by now.”

horses is that they eat the wooden re¬ 
growth like brambles and shmbs. They’re 
also less intimidating than cows. 

“By having grazed and ungrazed areas, it 
ensures different types of habitat on a 
small scale so different things can live 
there. In particular we hope the rare basil 
thyme plant will grow, and to increase the 
number of small blue, Adonis, chalkhill blue 
and silver-spotted skipper butterflies.” 

The Konik horse is a direct descendant of 
the wild European forest horse - or Tarpan 
- which was hunted to extinction in Britain 
during the Neolithic Age of about 9500BC. 

It survived in central Europe until the 
late 19th century, with the last remaining 
Tarpan dying at a Polish zoo in 1910. 

However, future breeds were found to 
have recognisable traces of their ancestors 
and were later successfully back-bred to 
recreate the extinct forest horses. 

Senior Nazi official Hermann Goering 
even ordered his men to steal the ponies in 
a vain attempt to bring back the ‘genetical- 
ly-pure’Arian horses ridden by the German 
heroes of the First Reich. 

Two members of the new herd were sup¬ 
plied by Canterbury-based conservation 
tmst Wildwood, which in 2002 pioneered 
the re-introduction of the breed to the UK. 

The third member - a female named 
Pippin - has been transferred from the High 
Meadow nature reserve in Dover. All three 
were released on Tuesday. 

Mr Smith said: “The horses pose no 
threat, they are very placid. 

“There are plenty of locations across the 
country where people will happily sit and 
have a picnic next to them.” 


Mr Lewis said: “What I want to do is get 
some aerial time in the hope of spotting where 
they are breeding from October onwards. 

“I have been monitoring the seal populations 
in Kent since 1993 and colonies have contin¬ 
ued to increase in number. 

‘We have about 1,000 seals around our 
coastline. Two thirds of those are grey seals 
and the rest common/harbour seals. 

“We are finding an increasing number of 


very young pups around our shore that poses 
the question of where they were bom. 

“It is a little mystery and with help from the 
eagle eyes of the public we hope to find and 
protect those areas where the breeding takes 
place, if at all.”

A MAN suspected of being the serial rapist 
known as the Night Stalker has appeared by 
video link at Maidstone Crown Court. 

Delroy Grant, 52, from Brockley in London, 
is charged with five rapes, six indecent 
assaults and 11 burglaries. 

He was arrested in November as part of 
Operation Minstead, which was set up to 
investigate 108 crimes - many of a sexual 
nature - between 1992 and 2009. 

Many of the Night Stalker’s victims were 
elderly men and women. Two of the rapes 
Grant is accused of committing took place in 
Orpington on August 5,1999. 

One of the indecent assaults allegedly 
occurred in Beckenham in June of that year, 
with Bromley, Orpington and Beckenham the 
locations for three of the alleged burglaries. 

Grant appeared via video link from his cell 
at Belmarsh prison in London and spoke only 
to confirm his name. He was remanded in cus¬ 
tody and is due to appear at Inner London 
Crown Court on April 30.

Picking up the war paint 


A PART-TIME postman who 
always wanted to be a war artist 
will put his life on the line in 
Afghanistan to live his dream, 
writes Chris Murphy. 

Former soldier Graeme Lothian is visiting 
the warzone to record the tragedy, horror 
and miracles performed by medics battling 
to save the wounded. 

The 49-year-old from Sevenoaks had to 
undergo frontline training before being 
accepted for the two-week deployment, 
which could be extended. 

He is among the first four civilian artists 
to be deployed and will be working with 
medical emergency response teams. Mr 
Lothian admits some of the scenes he may 
witness while posted with 11 Light Brigade 
could be grim. 

He said: “I’ll see a lot of blood and horren¬ 
dous things. When there’s blood and gore on 
telly I can’t watch. But in real life I think I’ll 
probably be fine. 

“I’ll be on the Chinooks [helicopters] that 
ferry the wounded from the front to the

medical units and will be recording what I 
see with a camera and sketches. 

“The doctors will be doing what they are 
doing, but I’ll be looking at it as an artist - a 
little detached from what’s going on. It could 
be harrowing, but I don’t consider I will be 
intruding into someone’s misery. 

“I can’t record a traumatic situation. These 
people could die or lose a limb. I also need 
that person’s permission to use it, and my 
work will be vetted, too. This is history in the 
making and I’ll be there to record it as an 
artist. 

“There are lots of rules about what I can 
and can’t photograph, but much of that is 
common sense. It will be intimate, but I 
don’t want to cross any lines. 

“These are real people going through real 
situations and I know I must be sympathet¬ 
ic to that. It won’t be easy, but I’m mentally 
prepared. I have to detach myself from what 
is going on in order to record it properly.” 

The end result will be about a dozen full 
canvas oil paintings that will go on display 
at the Royal Society of Medicine in London 
in November. Also on show will be sketches 


and drafts showing works in progress. His 
long-term partner, consultant paediatrician 
Dr Sameena Shakoor, is supportive, Mr 
Lothian said. 

“She doesn’t say a word about it,” he said. 
“She knows this is important for me and 
something I’ve wanted to do for years. She 
knows I won’t be doing anything stupid and 
risking my life. 

“I am sure they’ll keep me out harm’s way. 
I’ll have body armour and there will be 
Apache helicopters supporting us.” 

He said he also hopes to cover an infantry 
unit and RAF squadron in Kandahar while 
he is in the region. 

Mr Lothian broke his back in a parachute 
jump, and was part of a 1985 Indian Army 
expedition that almost made it to the top of 
Everest, but four people died on the way and 
the climb was aborted. 

He said: “It will be emotional, but I think 
the result will be a valuable tool to see what 
life was life in Afghanistan for our lads. 

“I have been painting since 1978 and have 
had some success. I have a work in the 
National Portrait Gallery. But this is some¬ 
thing different. This is as real as it can get.”

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Offenders learning to say sorry

A SCHEME allowing first-time 
offenders to avoid punishment by 
apologising for their actions is to be 
rolled out across Kent. 

The restorative justice programme has been 
piloted in towns and 
villages since last 
year and has proved 
so successful that 
police want every 
neighbourhood in the 
county to benefit. 

It gives wrongdoers 
the opportunity to 
talk to their victims 
about the impact of 
their offences, and 
possibly avoid receiv¬ 
ing criminal records 
by offering apologies 
instead. Det Insp 
Steve Woollett said 
he hoped the scheme 
would result in 
reduced crime rates 
in the long term, as those who have to face up 
to their actions are unlikely to offend again. 

He added: “Evidence shows it is a very pow¬ 
erful tool. We want to use it as an alternative 
to criminalising people for low-level crimes. 

“This gives officers the opportunity to use 
their discretion to sort issues out rather than 
arresting people unnecessarily. 

“Evidence also shows people want apologies, 
they want reassurances it won’t happen again 
and they want to see the individual make

Cutting out the form-filling 


BOBBIES on the beat have been kitted out 
with new hi-tech devices allowing them to log 
local concerns at the touch of a button. 

Constables and community support officers 
can use the BlackBerry-style technology to 
record information when talking to residents. It 
allows them to build up a database of the age, 
gender, ethnicity and sexual orientation of 
complainants, as well as the problems com¬ 
mon for a particular area. 

Insp Evan Jones, of the Sittingbourne neigh¬ 
bourhood team, said: “This technology allows 
officers to find out exactly what people’s con¬ 
cerns are and how we can help them. 

“There are no forms to fill in back at the sta¬ 


tion. The data can be fed into our computer 
system within minutes, so officers can remain 
out on the beat.” 

The technology was launched in mid-Kent in 
December and six neighbourhood teams cov¬ 
ering Faversham, Sittingbourne, the Isle of 
Sheppey and Maidstone have access to it. 

More than 2,300 people have helped officers 
identify problems with issues such as littering, 
dog mess, speeding and graffiti. 

Residents can also take part in local 
Partners and Community Together meetings, 
Have Your Say days or by contacting their 
neighbourhood officer. Details for all three can 
be found at www.kent.police.uk. 


good. When cases are dealt with in this way, 
often the culprit will not re-offend. It also gives 
closure to the victims, as they get to ask ques¬ 
tions as to why.” 

The restorative justice programme was tri¬ 
alled last year in the Cheriton, Morehall, 
Hawkinge and Lydd areas of south Kent, as 
well as the Maidstone East, Staplehurst and 
Shepway wards of mid-Kent. 

It was also recently launched in Tunbridge 
Wells, and was used to deal with a group of 
hoodies who regularly congregated outside a 
shop. 

An elderly man complained to police that he 
was too afraid to enter the store when the 
youngsters were present, so officers set up a 
meeting between the two sides. 

Resolved 

Det Insp Woollett said the hoodies told the 
man they did not mean to cause alarm by their 
appearance, and now say hello whenever they 
see him. 

He added: “This is a commonsense way of 
dealing with problems in the community, 
bringing people together and resolving 
issues.” 

Restorative justice can be used for incidents 
ranging from minor antisocial behaviour such 
graffiti, up to more serious crimes including 
assault and robbery. 

It does not always prevent offenders from 
being formally warned or reprimanded within 
the justice system, and can also be used after 
conviction for more serious crimes. 

Officers across the force are now being 
trained in restorative justice, learning how it 
works and when it can be used.

THE KENT Air Ambulance is 
celebrating 20 years of its pio¬ 
neering and life-saving work, 
writes Jenna Pudelek. 

As part of events to mark the important 
anniversary, the charity’s annual general 
meeting on Thursday, February 18, will look 
back at its long history. 

Since it was launched in November, 1989, 
the flying ambulance has attended 14,000 
incidents, averaging two to three missions a 
day, and saved hundreds of lives. 

Pilots, doctors and paramedics will be on 
hand at the AGM at Westerham Golf Club 
to talk about their vital work. 

John Tickner, chief executive of Kent Air 
Ambulance said: “It is always nice to meet 
the public who have given so generously over 
the years and are the reason we are now 
celebrating 20 years of flying in Kent.” 

Rescued 

Kent was the third county to launch its 
own air ambulance after its founder, Kate 
Chivers, was inspired by the progress of 
London and Cornwall. 

The first mission for the specially-

equipped Twin Squirrel, G-SETA 
was in December, 1989, when 
Michelle Leather, 16, was flown to 
the William Harvey Hospital, 
Ashford, to receive life-saving treat¬ 
ment after being rescued by the heli¬ 
copter’s paramedic team. 

Initially the health authority 
underwrote the cost of the service. 

Then in 1990, the Air Ambulance 
Appeal was launched and later a 
lottery that raised £200,000 a year, to 
help keep the crew flying. 

At the time, Kent’s chief ambulance 
officer said: “There is no doubt lives 
have been saved. In its first week of 
service it answered eight calls. 

“In two of those it was considered the 
patient would probably have died had 
treatment not got there so quickly.” 


Now, almost all the £1.7 million a 
year needed to run the air ambulance 
comes from public donations. 

This covers all costs including para¬ 
medics, fuel, training, equipment and 
medication. 

July 26,1998, marked a tragic day 
in the air ambulance’s history when 
the helicopter crashed in a field near 
Burham, killing pilot Graham 
Budden, 40, and paramedics Mark 
Darby, 37, and Tony Richardson, 47. 

A stone memorial now marks the 
area where the tragedy happened. 

Other significant events in the air 
ambulance’s history include the 
launch of a clinical trial in 2005, to 
record the value of carrying doctors 
on board. 


This helped convince the 
Department of Health that air ambu¬ 
lances’ doctors should be govern¬ 
ment-funded, but the charity still 
pays for its own doctors. 

Specialist units 

Now, flying fast, direct and unhin¬ 
dered at more than 150mph the air 
ambulance can reach any part of 
Kent within 15 minutes and can 
transport patients to the nearest hos¬ 
pital or specialist unit in a fraction of 
the time taken by land ambulances.

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IT STILL rankles with some that 
Dover gave in to William the 
Conqueror without a fight. It gives 
the impression Kent rolled over on 
its back when invaded. 


It’s not helped by the fact that in Normandy, 
what we call the ‘invasion’, is still described 
by some as a friendly helping hand offered to 
allies across the Channel. 

According to a former mayor of Fecamp, 
William crossed the Channel with his huge 
army not to conquer, but to help fight the 


invading Vikings. What came next may sound 
familiar. Yes, he did leave Kent its traditional 
liberties under its new masters. 

Confronted with such Saxon taxes as geld, 
scot, hidage, danegeld, sac and sot, thol and 
theam, not to mention, let alone pronounce, 
infangenthef, hamsoken, bloodwite and child- 


wite, they shrugged their newly Gallic shoulders 
and scrubbed the lot from the statute books. 

The serfs must have been very happy. 

But, look at their programme of castle 
building from 1066, and a very different pic¬ 
ture emerges. In the next 200 years they built 
11 castles in Kent and only one, Dover, was on

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the coast to give protection from passing 
marauders. The remaining 10 were built 
inland, on river crossings with only one 
threat in mind, the local Saxon population. 

Tonbridge was given to one of William’s 
Norman supporters, Richard Fitzgilbert, 
who wasted no time protecting himself with 
an awesome castle made of timber and soil. 

The custom was to dig a defensive ditch 
around an area of land (the bailey) that 
would hold stores and stables. The excavat¬ 
ed soil was used to build a mound (or motte) 
on which a fortified tower was built. 

Local labour would have been press- 
ganged to excavate the ditch and cart the 
estimated 50,000 tonnes of soil to form the 
huge mound that still dominates the town. 

The process was repeated at Allington, 
Canterbury, Chilham, Eynsford, Leeds, 
Rochester, Saltwood, Sutton Valence and 
West Mailing. Hardly the actions of a 
friendly force. 

Tonbridge had its own problems. The 
Fitzgilberts were not the most steadfast of 
William’s allies, and joined a rebellion 
against his successor, William Rufus. 

For their pains, their castle was destroyed 
by the King’s forces, but at least they were 
allowed to keep their land. And eventually 
a new, more imposing stone castle went up. 

In the 13th century the gatehouse, the 
section that stands to this day, was added at 
the same time as the town walls. 

It was four-storeys high, the upper floors 
housing all the necessary rooms of a domes¬ 
tic dwelling. But on the ground floor it was 
still a military installation, chock-a-block 
with murder holes and guardrooms. 

Two centuries after the invasion they still 
huddled in heavily defended compounds. 

Battle lines 

Eventually, Saxons and Normans found 
real peace, and Tonbridge saw no further 
action, until the Civil War. 

By then it was owned by a 
Parliamentarian, Thomas Weller, and gar¬ 
risoned with Roundhead soldiers. Much of 
the fighting split along local fueding lines, 
with personal vendettas dressed up as 
Crown versus Parliament divisions. 

In 1643 Weller joined three other local 
squires in a skirmish at Hilden Brook on 
the outskirts of Tonbridge, in a fight over 
the river crossing. 

Despite his support for the winning side 
he was ordered to put the castle beyond use 
for military purposes. Its defences were dis¬ 
mantled and, with England’s enemies now 
firmly seen as external, not internal, it 
entered into its long decline. 

In the 18th century its then owner John 
Hooker took a lot of its stone to build the 
locks on the River Medway. Then in 1791 
his son, Thomas Hooker, took much of what 
was left to build the Georgian house that 
stands next to the gatehouse. 

True domesticity had arrived at Ton- 
bridge Castle. The building began as a pri¬ 
vate home, then briefly echoed its former 
life when it housed a military academy, fol¬ 
lowed by a time as a prep school. 

In 1900 Tonbridge council bought the cas- 


Distraction theft 

POLICE have warned people not to let cold 
callers into their home after a man posing 
as a plumber stole money from an elderly 
woman.

tie, moving its offices in, and opening the 
grounds to the public. Over the next 100 years 
they may not have had the cash, or at times, 
the inclination, to do everything necessary to 
maintain the castle, but by its occupation the 
council did defend it against destruction from 
speculative builders. 

Today the mansion still houses the council 
offices. A bid to the Heritage Lottery Fund for 
help to re-roof the gatehouse failed, but the 
council has now refurbished the ground and 
first-floor levels and repaired the spiral stair¬ 
case in the south east tower. 

It sits within 14 acres, and inside the castle 
scenes from its medieval glory days are exhib¬ 
ited. Audio-visual headsets give guided walks 
in English, French, German, and Dutch. No 
versions are available in Saxon or Norman.

HUNDREDS of family and 
friends paid their final respects 
to the father-of-five who was 
allegedly murdered by members 
of his own family. 

The funeral of Jack Treeby, from 
Rainham, was held on Monday, at St Peter’s 
Church in Bredhurst. 

His coffin was taken to the church by a 
horse-drawn carriage and followed by a 
procession of eight black limousines and 
seven flat-bed lorries, each carrying various 
flower tributes thought to be worth thou¬ 
sands of pounds. 

The flower arrangements included a 
bench press, tractor, forklift truck, train, 
and a large photo of Mr Treeby with the 
words ‘my brother Jack’. 

The funeral party then travelled to 
Chatham Cemetery in Maidstone Road. 

Police were on scene to manage the large 
convoy of cars. 

Speaking shortly after the 43-year-old’s 
death, his wife Karen said he “worshipped” 
her and their children. 

She said: “He did not deserve what hap¬ 
pened to him. I feel like my heart has been 
ripped open. 

“We have been robbed of a wonderful, car¬ 
ing man who will live in our hearts forever.” 

Several family members who were not 
present at the funeral included one of the 
victim’s brothers, Bill Treeby, 49, Bill’s wife 
Charity, 50, and their sons Billy, 29, and 
George, 22. 

The four, of Queen Street, Paddock Wood,

have all been charged with Mr Treeby’s murder. 

The two sons have also been charged with 
the attempted murder of their other uncle, 
Gary Treeby. 

The murder took place on December 27, at 
7pm, when Jack Treeby was crushed beneath 
the wheels of a Range Rover that sped towards 
him in Quarry Road, Tovil, in Maidstone. 

Gunshot wounds 

Gary Treeby, 39, was also hit by the vehi¬ 
cle and suffered life-threatening injuries, 
which were exacerbated by the gunshot 
wounds he also received. 

It is thought he has now recovered. 

The deceased’s son - also called Jack - 
suffered minor injuries when he too was 
clipped by the 4x4 as it sped away. 

Police believe they may have recovered 
the vehicle used in the attack burnt out in 
Tong Lane, Lamberhurst, Tunbridge Wells. 



We’ve junked the health foods 


THE recession has led to a rise in people opt¬ 
ing for junk food, research has revealed. 

The survey, conducted by the Health Food 
Manufacturers’ Association, found 443,000 
Kent residents feel their diet has worsened 
since the start of the economic downturn. 

Experts blame cheap, processed food and 
ready meals, which have led to many putting 
their health on the back-burner to try and 
save money. 

Nutritionist Dr Marilyn Glenville, who 
runs a clinic in Tunbridge Wells, said: “As the 
nation tightens its purse strings and employ¬ 
ers pile on the pressure during the recession, 
the reliance on junk and convenience food - 
often considered a cheaper and easier alter¬ 
native - unsurprisingly grows. 

“Eating well doesn’t have to be expensive, 


fruit and vegetables are good value for money.” 

Despite the Government’s ‘five-a-day’ health 
campaign, the study revealed that 26 per 
cent of people ignore nutritional guidelines. 

Almost a third of the county’s residents 
admitted to eating more junk food and even 
more said they had downgraded the quality 
of food in their weekly shopping. 

Shocking statistics also revealed that some 
chose pizza and tomato ketchup to hit their 
five-a-day targets, some even thought wine 
counted towards their daily intake of fruit. 

Health experts stressed that up to 70,000 
deaths a year could be prevented in Kent if 
people followed nutritional guidelines. 

The NHS is working with communities 
and schools to educate people about having 
the right diet. 


Forensic examination of the car showed the 
remains of a firearm and ammunition inside 
the vehicle.

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Heritage forged in 
history’s crucible 


A DEADLY pandemic, an archbishop’s 
murder and Viking raids are among the 
historic events explained by a new exhibi¬ 
tion delving into Canterbury’s colourful 
past, writes Marijke Cox. 

Renowned historian and Kent resi¬ 
dent Dr David Starkey unveiled the 
display, entitled Canterbury: 

England’s Crucible, at Canterbury 
Christ Church University’s Sidney 
Cooper Gallery, in St Peter’s Street. 

The display uses 20 giant art pan¬ 
els, exclusively created for the project, 
to give a unique glimpse into the past 
1,000 years of life within the city 
walls. 

Funded by the National Heritage 
Lottery Fund, the display was 
designed specifically for children and 
families. 

Historic finds - loaned by 
Canterbury Archaeological Trust and 
including a human skeleton from the 
medieval period - are also on show. 

Mike Butler, arts manager at the 
university, says the exhibition shows 
why the city was designated a World 
Heritage Site by Unesco in 1988. 

Mr Butler urged people to visit the exhibition. He said: 
“Enjoy a journey through some of the most important 
years of the city’s history, from the arrival of St Augustine 
to the Viking raids, the building of the Norman castle, 
Becket’s martyrdom, the Black Death and Henry VIII’s 


destruction of St Augustine’s Abbey.” The infamous mur¬ 
der of Archbishop Thomas Becket in the cathedral and 
the impact of the plague on the city are also explained in 
the exhibition. 

A model of Canterbury in the 16th century is part of the 
display, and family activities include an illustrated book, 
a free city trail and puppet shows. 

The character of Henry VIII will 
give storytelling sessions during half- 
term week. A university spokesman 
said: “The exhibition brings the city’s 
history to life in a way that has never 
been tackled before.” 

Stuart McLeod, head of Heritage 
Lottery Fund South East England, 
said displays such as this were cru¬ 
cial in teaching people about their 
heritage. 

He said: “Through this exhibition 
families, residents and visitors can all 
discover why Canterbury is one of the 
most historically important cities in 
England.” 

Ten of the exhibition’s 20 art panels 
will be installed permanently in the 
cathedral’s Education Centre after 
the exhibition. 

The display runs until Saturday, 
March 27. It is open Tuesday to 
Friday, from 11am to 5.30pm; and Saturday from noon to 
5.30pm.

Generation blame game 

They’re neither ‘victims’ 
nor a ‘problem’, so give 
teenage parents a break. 
says Dr Jan Macvarish

THE notion that Britain is suf¬ 
fering an “epidemic” of teenage 
pregnancy has become common¬ 
place over the past 12 years. 

Teenage mothers are talked 
about by the Conservatives as 
evidence of ‘Broken Britain’, as 
when Tory leader David 
Cameron wrongly identified 
tragic Baby P’s mum as a 
“teenage mother”. 

New Labour tends to present 
them as unfortunate victims of 
sexual ignorance, or community 
or parental dysfunction, or low 
self-esteem. 

But all sides agree young par¬ 
ents are a social problem, a grow¬ 
ing problem, and that “something 
must be done”. 

This version of teenage parent¬ 
hood and the policy priorities it 
has produced is increasingly 
being challenged by researchers, 
who are trying to understand 
why young parents are under the 
spotlight even though the num¬ 
ber of teenage parents has fallen 
dramatically since the 1970s and 
has remained relatively stable. 

The disproportionate political 
attention given to teenage par¬ 
enthood has produced profoundly 
unhelpful outcomes for young 
parents. 

Despite a lack of evidence, it 
has allowed forceful predictions 
of failure to shape popular per¬ 
ceptions of the outcomes of 
teenage parenthood, stigmatis¬ 
ing young parents and their chil¬ 
dren. By increasingly blaming 
teenage pregnancy on the ‘par¬ 


enting deficit’ of the parents of 
young mothers, it denies the gen¬ 
uine concern that many parents 
feel about their teenage daugh¬ 
ters’ life options and casts as 
toxic the very families that will 
usually provide intense love and 
support for the teenage parents 
and the new grandchild. 

Rather than respecting young 
people who have chosen to grow 
up through parenthood, they are 
treated as dysfunctional, des¬ 
tined to fail and in need of special 
treatment that is far more intru¬ 
sive than most new parents 
would accept. 

The political focus on teenage 
pregnancy has encouraged the 
view that poverty and inequality 
can be explained away by indi¬ 
vidual lifestyle choices, such as 
the age at which people become 
parents, and has made it accept¬ 
able once again to blame those at 
the bottom of society for their lot. 

Putting teenage parenthood 
under the spotlight does not just 
have consequences for teenage 


parents. It is part of a destructive 
culture in which parents of all 
types feel either scrutinised by, or 
judgemental of, others. 

We have come to rely on imme¬ 
diate impressions of particular 
signifiers to determine whether 
or not someone is a good parent - 
is that child eating too many 
sweets? Why does that toddler 
still have a dummy? Is that 
mother using an overly harsh 
tone of voice or, even worse, about 
to smack her child? 

Although teenage parents 
report feeling particularly 
exposed to public judgement 
while pregnant and when out 
and about with their babies, their 
rise to public prominence has 
coincided with an increasing 
amount of scrutiny being applied 
to a huge range of parental 
behaviours, not just maternal 
age. 

Experts and ordinary people 
alike now feel entitled to pass 
comment on a woman’s eating 
and drinking habits while preg¬ 



nant, her decision to bottle or 
breast feed, her decision to work 
or stay at home, both parents’ 
choice of discipline, their degree 
of active support for their child’s 
learning, a father’s commitment 
to spending quality time with his 
children... the list goes on. 

This divisive atmosphere pits 
parent against parent in a battle 
to affirm our own choices and dis¬ 
tance ourselves from those who 
take the wrong path. 

Ultimately, it reduces the life- 
affirming process of raising chil¬ 
dren to an anxious, isolating job 
at which we are likely to fail, if 
not all the time, then at least 
some of the time.

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No-one is above the law 


The conviction of Commander Ali Dizaei of 
the Metropolitan Police this week empha¬ 
sises that the police are properly subject to 
the law in this country and that it will be 
applied to them just as to everyone else. 

When a police officer behaves badly, then 
the public should know that, if they report 
that behaviour, their complaint will be 
taken seriously and, where the evidence 
supports it, action will be taken. 

One of my duties as a member of the 
Kent Police Authority is to help sample 
complaints which have been considered 
locally by our professional standards 
department, and to make sure they have 
been dealt with in the way that my elec¬ 
tors would expect. 


While Sir Ian Blair as Metropolitan 
Commissioner initially tried to avoid inde¬ 
pendent scrutiny of the shooting of Jean 
Charles de Menezes at Stockwell, he was 
not allowed to get away with it. 

By contrast, Kent Police have been open 
to - and welcomed - very extensive inde¬ 
pendent scrutiny following complaints 
regarding the Kingsnorth climate camp 
policing. It is essential that the police be 
held properly accountable to the public. 

The justice system worked this week and, 
hopefully soon under the Conservatives, the 
public will also get the chance to elect those 
who oversee our police.

Turner pet Tory project 

The proposal that Kent council taxpayers 
should fund the Turner Contemporary 
gallery with a grant of more than £1 million 
per year - and into the indefinite future - is 
perhaps no surprise. 

Nor will further rises, if and when the pro¬ 
posed contingency fund is used. 

Once a project becomes the pet of the Tory 
elite at County Hall it cannot be allowed to 
fail, no matter what the cost. As Thanet, or 
more precisely, Margate, is to be the recipi¬ 
ent, it is difficult to be too critical, as surely 
some of the benefit will move beyond those 
currently clustered around the honey pot and 
will actually reach the town. 

It is worrying, however, that the best 
response in favour of the project, often given 
locally, is that the money wouldn’t be avail¬ 
able for anything else. 

The paper on the Kent cabinet member’s 
desk for signing off is wholly inadequate. It 
hints at reductions in future funding, and at 
income from developments yet to be agreed, 
around the Turner site. There is no published 
business plan. No evidence that tourists can 
be persuaded to travel to Margate, rather 
than the more convenient and established 
offerings in London. No study of the scale of 
likely benefits to Margate. The concept of cul¬ 
ture-led regeneration has been tried many 
times, both with success and expensive fail¬ 
ure. We all wish for a regenerated Margate, 
but is this the most cost-effective way of 
reaching the deprivation in Cliftonville and 
Margate Central? Is it too much to hope the 
Kent cabinet member thinks long and hard 
before committing our money?

Anyone seen a copper? 

I praise the positive achievments of Mike 
Fuller, who is stepping down as chief consta¬ 
ble of Kent. However, I believe mistakes have 


been made and improvements are possible. 
The closure of town as well as country police 
stations is a mistake; the physical absence of 
police officers on our streets is another; the 
replacement of police officers by PCSOs is 
another. 

On the first point, there used to be a police 
house in Harvel lived in by an officer; and a 
police station in Meopham; and a police sta¬ 
tion in Gravesend. 

The Harvel police house was sold and now 
there is no policeman there. Although the 
Meopham building still exists, it is staffed 
only occasionally and the public cannot visit. 

I went there to report something last year 
and found a notice on the front wall giving a 


telephone number. So I went to Gravesend 
police station, only to learn from a notice on 
the door that it had closed. The notice 
advised visitors to go to the Civic Centre. 

There I was greeted by Reliance Security 
staff, who told me I could meet an officer but 
had to make an appointment. They told me 
the building behind the Civic Centre is still 
occupied by police, but clearly they are not 
approachable. 

I then went to the gleaming new police 
office building in Northfleet, once again to be 
greeted by Reliance Security staff on the 
reception desk, who told me I had to make an 
appointment with a named officer. 

As it happens, I had the name of someone 


there, but was told the officer was on leave 
for two weeks. This is not the level of service 
I believe we need. 

This letter would be very long if I were to 
express those needs. So Mr Fuller, I support 
the police and I wish you well in your new 
job. But I am not altogether happy with 
today’s policing from the perspective of inter¬ 
action with the public. 

On the second point, most officers we physi¬ 
cally meet - and that is getting rarer - are 
not police officers but PCSOs, who do not 
have the same powers. Maybe I should offer 
to serve on the police oversight body in order 
to meet a policeman?

Trust - the UK’s longest established menin¬ 
gitis charity - to encourage readers to take 
part in the trust’s new challenge event, the 
English 3000s - climbing eight notable 
3,000ft peaks in the Lake District.

(3146ft). The total route is 47km and split 
over two days.

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Thousands in 
clamour for 
UCA courses 


MORE students than ever before 
are battling it out for places at the 
University for the Creative Arts, 
which has campuses across Kent. 

Almost 9,000 youngsters applied for under¬ 
graduate courses last month - a massive 
increase of 87 per cent on last year. 

Nationally, the number of applications sent 
to UCAS for the January deadline is up by 19 
per cent. 

UCA vice-chancellor Professor Elaine 
Thomas said the impressive figures were more 
akin to what the university would expect for 
the entire year. 

She added: ‘We’re delighted that demand 
continues to grow for our courses. Changes in 
the application process this year make exact

comparisons difficult, but it’s encouraging to 
see that our applications are more than four 
times the national average. 

“The rise in the number of students applying 
for creative courses at UCA should be another 
example to the Government that we need to 
make more places available for creative arts 
students rather than limiting them.” 

The University for the Creative Arts was 
founded in August, 2005, after the merger of 
the Kent Institute of Art and Design and its 
Surrey equivalent. 

It received official university status in 2008, 
with campuses in Canterbury, Rochester and

Maidstone, as well as in Epsom and Farnham 
in Surrey. Fashion designer Karen Millen is 
arguably UCA’s most famous alumna, while 
former MasterChef presenter Loyd Grossman 
is on the board of governors. 

Prof Thomas said the increase in applicants 
coincided with a change in the application 
process, where the deadline was moved from 
March to January. 

However, UCA has still received 51 per cent 
more applications than its competitors. 

She said: “The creative industry has been 


one of Britain’s fastest-growing sectors, but we 
are concerned thatour ability to grow and 
therefore supply this sector with skills could 
be stifled. 

“The Government is making more funds 
available for so-called STEM [science, technol¬ 
ogy, engineering, maths] subjects and we 
believe creative arts should be recognised for 
their contribution to the economy.”

Gripping journeys 
of discovery 

LEAN ON PETE BY WILLY VLAUTIN 

WHEN hope is all but lost the 
refreshing optimism of youth can 
work wonders. 

Lean On Pete, by author and musician Willy 
Vlautin, plumbs the depths of despair but 
finally rewards you with redemption. 

The story of a boy and his horse making an 
ultimately tragic journey from Oregon to 
Wyoming lifts the heart, but not before a 
roller-coaster ride of emotions. 

Teenage angst, friendship and betrayal all 
play their part as 15-year-old Charley 
Thompson comes of age, but making the jour¬ 
ney from childhood to manhood lays him bare 
at his most vulnerable, before he finally finds 
salvation in the arms of his aunt. 

First he must be tested to the full by those he 
holds closest - his father, his employer and the 
friends he makes on his journey. 

Seeing Further: The Story Of Science And 
The Royal Society edited by Bill Bryson takes 
a look at the groundbreaking discoveries made 
in the name of science, from splitting the atom 
to creating the world wide web. 

An interest in science is paramount to fully 
appreciate this book, which on occasion reads 
more like a textbook. 

If you’re dipping in and out, don’t miss the 
chapter on humankind’s changing place in the 
universe by Paul Davies, or the section about 
Darwin, which are both utterly fascinating. 

This book also demonstrates the huge extent 
to which the Royal Society has enabled the 
progression of modem science since its incep¬ 
tion in the 1600s. 

However, those looking for a book along the 
lines of Bryson’s previous offerings should not 
be swayed by his name on the cover. 

This is a fascinating read and a must for 
science boffins, and those who are just ever- 
so-slightly curious about it all. 

One for the children is Halo by Zizou Corder. 

Rarely is a so-called children’s book a real 
page-turner for adults, but with Halo, Zizou 
Corder (Louisa Young and her daughter Isabel 
Adomakoh Young) has created something 
special that tackles adult themes of gender 
equality, politics and identity in a simple, com¬ 
pelling way. 

We meet the eponymous heroine as a baby, 
washed up on the island of Zakynthos, with 
only an owl amulet and a mysterious tattoo as 
clues to her identity. 

Brought up by centaurs, Halo is captured by 
human fishermen and so begins her odyssey to 
discover who she really is. But she soon learns 
that to survive in ancient Greece, she needs to 
disguise herself as a boy. 

She’s enslaved by the militaristic Spartans, 
leams from an oracle that she is Athenian and 
escapes to Athens with help from Spartan- 
with-a-conscience Leonidas. 

While Halo begins to find out her tme iden¬ 
tity, Athens is under threat from the Spartan 
army. A fresh and tmly captivating read.

THE TIME TRAVELER’S WIFE (12) 

CHICAGO librarian Henry DeTamble (Eric 
Bana) first discovers he suffers from chrono- 
displacement genetic disorder as a five-year- 
old, when his ability to time travel saves him 
from a fatal car crash. 

Unwilling to forge lasting emotional con¬ 
nections, Henry meets a beautiful artist 
called Clare (Rachel McAdams), who reveals, 
“I’ve known you since I was six years old and 
you appeared in the meadow behind my par¬ 
ents’ house.” 

Fulfilling destiny, Henry and Clare fall in 
love and share his extraordinary secret with 
their friend Gomez (Ron Livingston) and his 
wife Charisse (Jane McLean). 

Henry and Clare try to conceive but his 
genetic quirks result in numerous miscar¬ 
riages, so they turn in desperation to geneti¬ 
cist Dr David Kendrick (Stephen Tobolowsky) 
for guidance. 

Based on the bestseller by Audrey 
Niffenegger, The Time Traveler’s Wife 
recounts a heartbreaking romance between 
two people preordained to fall in love. 

Robert Schwentke’s film wrings almost as 
many tears as the book, building to a harrow¬ 
ing finale that proves while love defies class, 
religion, age and social status, it cannot com¬ 
pletely transcend time. 

Slick visual effects allow the hero to fade 
and then re-materialise in front of our eyes, 
leaving behind a pile of clothes. 

For the sake of expediency, screenwriter 
Bruce Joel Rubin excises some of 
Niffenegger’s subplots and there is no room 
for a final reunion between the octogenarian 
Clare and her lover. 

The central pairing generates sparks of sex¬ 
ual chemistry. McAdams is particularly good 
in a role that runs the gamut of human emo¬ 
tion. We get dewy-eyed with her. 

THE UGLY TRUTH (15) 

ABBY (Katherine Heigl) is a talented produc¬ 
er on a morning television show fronted by 
feuding husband-and-wife team Larry (John 
Michael Higgins) and Georgia (Cheryl 
Hines), who cannot find a man to win her 
heart. 

Her negative perception of men is enforced 
by the arrival of chauvinistic guest commen¬ 
tator Mike Chadway (Gerard Butler), who 
makes a bold claim: by following his direc¬ 
tions, Abby can seduce handsome next-door 
neighbour, Colin (Eric Winter). She nervously 
agrees to become Mike’s protege, and as his 
out-dated theories reap rewards, he realises 
Abby could be the woman of his dreams. 

The Ugly Truth is as reassuringly pre¬ 
dictable as it is unexpectedly potty-mouthed 
with a voracious appetite for sex talk that 
marks out the film as distinctly adult fare. 

This romantic comedy from director Robert 
Luketic (Legally Blonde, Monster-In-Law) is 
uproariously fimny in places and politically 
incorrect to the point of being offensive in oth¬ 
ers, building to a contrived denouement that 
will surprise no-one, apart from female view¬ 
ers who may flinch at the underlying mes¬ 
sage that a woman should flaunt her cleav¬ 
age and leave her brain in a make-up bag to 
land her dream man. 

Screen chemistry between Heigl and Butler 
simmers, and there are nice supporting turns 
from Higgins and Hines. 

Winter looks good in and out of a wet towel, 
proving that in the 21st century, men are as 
much objects of lust as women. 

The orgasm scene makes Meg Ryan’s table¬ 
thumping antics in When Harry Met Sally 
look positively tame in comparison. 

COUPLES RETREAT (15) 

JASON (Jason Bateman) and his wife 
Cynthia (Kristin Bell) are contemplating a 
divorce and they decide to give their relation¬ 
ship one last shot by attending the tropical 
resort of Eden, which offers seminars for mar¬ 
ried couples to rebuild love and trust. 

The couple’s loved-up friends - Dave (Vince 
Vaughn) and wife Ronnie (Malin Akerman); 
Joey (Jon Favreau) and wife Lucy (Kristin 


Davis); and Shane (Faizon Love) and new 
girlfriend Trudy (Kali Hawk) - join Jason and 
Cynthia in paradise, only to discover from po- 
faced guide Stanley (Peter Serafinowicz) that 
they must all take part in the workshops. 

Begrudgingly, the entire group undertake a 
programme of challenges designed by the 
enigmatic Monsieur Marcel (Jean Reno), 
sometimes with painful consequences. 

Couples Retreat is lots of filthy minded pil¬ 
low talk and the occasional heartfelt 
exchange between the characters, who fail to 
communicate with us and with each other. 

All of the navel-gazing rings hollow, and we 
don’t believe for a moment that such shallow, 
two-dimensional people will absorb the bom¬ 
bardment of life lessons. 

We feel nothing for these lovebirds as they 
blunder from misunderstanding to reconcilia¬ 
tion. Their script is so malnourished of chuck¬ 
les, let alone belly laughs, that you could fair¬ 
ly categorise Peter Billingsley’s film as a 
drama, especially with all of the therapy ses¬ 
sions in which the titular couples work 
through the kinks in their relationships.

REVIEW

FOR more than 25 years, Blood 
Brothers has been captivating audi¬ 
ences with its power and emotion. 

Willy Russell’s highly acclaimed musical is 
one of the country’s most popular and enduring 
shows, with the central premise of brothers 
separated at birth proving to be a compelling 
theme. Later this month, audiences in Kent 
can experience this remarkable story when Bill 
Kenwright’s production visits the Assembly 
Hall Theatre in Tunbridge Wells, supported by 
KOS Media. 

Lyn Paul stars as Mrs Johnstone, an ordinary 
woman for whom financial desperation leads to 
a heartbreaking dilemma. After deciding to 
give away one of her twin sons, she must live 
with the repercussions that affect not only her 
own life, but the lives of those around her. 

The musical has won or been nominated for 
multiple awards and Paul believes the power of 
Russell’s tale lies in the quality of the writing 
and characterisation, as well as the gripping 
nature of the story. 

“I think it’s the fact that audiences can see 
themselves in the parts, in the actual story,” she 
said. “It’s about a poor lady who has given her 
kid away, but the story is about social class and 
people can relate to it. People have written in, 
saying ‘it’s so life-like’, and I think somewhere 
in the play, there’s something that everyone 
can relate to.” 

The central role of the boys’ mother has been 
played by a number of big names over the 
years, such as Kiki Dee, Stephanie Lawrence 
and four of the Nolan sisters. But Paul, 60, 
first joined the West End production in 1997 
and for many fans, she is the quintessential 
Mrs Johnstone. 

Empathy 

“It’s so well-written and just an incredible 
part. She’s a Northern girl, like me,” she said. 
“At the time when I got the audition, I had 
been through so many ups and downs and I 
thought, ‘that poor woman, I know exactly how 
she feels’. 

“Sometimes when you are given a script, 
you’re asked to say something and you think 
you wouldn’t say it like that. But Willy Russell 
wrote it exactly as you would say it.” 

The former New Seekers star had not acted 
before she landed the role in Blood Brothers 
and she only applied for an audition on the 
encouragement of a friend who saw her in 
cabaret. At the suggestion of her mother, 
she wrote to Kenwright and three weeks 
later, she found herself on stage waiting to 
start rehearsals. 

“I shook from head to foot and thought ‘what 
have I done?’ But it’s a very close company and 
they only choose people they know are going to 
get on,” Paul said. “It’s very important to have 
a relationship off-stage as well. 

“As soon as I went in, I was accepted with 
open arms and I had so much help. I got on 
quite easily.” 

Running the full spectrum of human emo¬ 
tion, the role of Mrs Johnstone is a demanding 
one. The tragedy of a lost child is every moth¬ 
er’s worst nightmare, yet she is not allowed to 
move on from her grief. 

As the years pass, Mrs Johnstone must watch 
as her two sons grow up and their destinies 
converge, an ordeal that is explored by 
Russell’s remarkable lyrics. 

“They are wonderful songs, very moving,” she 
said. “I don’t know how the man’s done it.” 

Paul started out as a dancer and appeared in 
pantomimes as a child, while her sister has 
been working in the West End from the age of 
11. But singing began to take over and Paul 
formed a couple of groups, before eventually 
joining the New Seekers. The group made her 
an international star during the 70s, with 
worldwide record sales of 20 million and hit 
singles that included I’d Like to Teach the 
World to Sing.

Long, was released last year, it proved the 
group’s enduring appeal by storming into the 
Top 10 album chart. 

“The stage and acting is where my heart lies, 
but we’ve had so many requests to get back 
together again,” she said. 

“It might not be what people want, but 
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I wouldn’t mind doing a small tour. It would 
be fun.” 

Since joining the show, Paul has branched out 
into more acting and is now a semi-regular in 
soaps Emmerdale and Doctors. Since treading 
the famous cobbles as an extra when she was a 
child, Paul longs to return to Coronation Street. 
Before Blood Brothers, she doubted if she was 
capable of acting, but the experience has 
encouraged her to think about other great 
stage roles. 


“I would give my eye teeth to play Rose in 
Gypsy. It’s the most wonderful musical and the 
part is just terrific,” she said. “Bill Kenwright 
changed my life and literally turned it around. 
I’ve done quite a lot of television, which was 
great and it’s all down to Bill and no-one else.”

This Dog is best in show

BELONGING to a group of restau¬ 
rants known as the elegant Kent 
Inns of Distinction, the Dog Inn 
finds itself under pressure to 
perform from the off. 

Last July the business was ranked as one of 
the top 150 in the UK by Restaurant maga¬ 
zine, which heaped lavish praise on the quali¬ 
ty of the food and service on offer at the four 
eateries run by Richard and Sherry Martin. 

These also include the Ivyhouse in Ton- 
bridge, Harveys of Ramsgate, and the Blazing 
Donkey at Ham, near Sandwich. 

Included in Egon Ronay’s guide to the UK’s 
best restaurants, I was eager to find out if the 
Dog Inn - a 13th-century building set in 
the postcard village of Wingham, near 
Canterbury, could live up to its reputation. 

I’m happy to report that it does. 

It was immediately clear from the neat pres¬ 
entation of each dish that, as far as the kitchen 
staff are concerned, appearance is important. 

From the starter right through to the main 
course and dessert, it felt that for one night 
only I had stepped into Gregg Wallace’s shoes 
and was judging each course not only on its 
taste and texture, but on how it looked on my 
plate too. 

Needless to say, none of the dishes remained 
pretty for long, as my companions and I eagerly 
devoured everything placed in front of us. 

For starters I ordered a liver pate with toast 
(£6) while my guests both opted for the salmon 
and plaice (£6). 

As per usual there was more 
pate than there was toast with 
my dish, which meant some of 
the liver had to go to waste, as 
I’m not one for eating it on its 
own. This was a shame as it 
was a tasty way to start my 
meal. 

I was more impressed with 
my main course - roast belly 
of pork complete with confit 
potato, vegetables and a 
caramelised apple (£16). The 
crisp crackling complemented 
the tender pork perfectly and, 
though I was sceptical at first, 
the apple did not seem out of 
place and was a fine replace¬ 
ment for the traditional apple 
sauce. 

One of my guests had the 
same as me while the other opted for the steak 
(£22), which came complete with home-made 
chips, vegetables and even a mini cottage pie. 
She was as pleased with her choice as I was 
with mine. 

Forgetting I had only just eaten an apple, I 
ordered an apple tarte tatin (£6) for dessert. 
Despite going into apple overload, I was 
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pleased I did, as this was 
delicious and the perfect 
way to end my meal. 

One of my guests was unfortunately less 
than impressed with her “assortment of Kent 
cheeses” (£7), which she said tasted no differ¬ 
ent to anything she could have purchased at 
the local supermarket. 

The final cost of the meal for the three of us 
- including a bottle of wine (£15.95) - was just 
over £108. 


As far as negatives go, there were few to 
report from our visit to the Dog Inn, but they 
existed nonetheless. One is that we visited on 
a freezing cold night and, despite the restau¬ 
rant being home to a log fireplace (which had 
gone out), the premises were fairly chilly 
inside. 

We also found it strange when our waitress 
left the restaurant during our dessert, leav¬ 
ing the chef to sort out our bill. 

These minor complaints aside, the Dog 


Inn lives up to its reputation for fine food and 
is well worth a visit. And if its sister restau¬ 
rants are in any way similar, then so are they.

Priced from £11,495 with seven years’ 
peace of mind, it also offers Kia’s familiar 
high-spec value pitch plus style and excel¬ 
lent packaging. 

In fact, the Venga is such a clever and 
smart looking car that its drawbacks are 
glaringly obvious - the powertrains and 
ride quality can be coarse and the driving 
experience is fairly lacklustre. 

On the other hand, these needn’t be deal 
breakers, because so much else about the 
car is right. 

The Venga is the first clean-sheet cre¬ 
ation from Kia’s former VW-Audi design 
guru Peter Schreyer and gives an exciting

The diesel - same capacity and bhp and 
priced from £12,795 - comes with Kia’s low 
emissions/consumption EcoDynamics 
package with ‘Intelligent Stop and Go’ to 
automatically kill and revive the engine in 
turgid traffic conditions and could give you 
an average of more than 60mpg. 

But it will cost you £1,300 more than a 
petrol equivalent, whatever trim you 
choose, and does feel lumpy - the petrol is 
livelier and simply nicer to be in.

Big cat leaps into the 
future after 75 years 


JAGUAR is celebrating its 75th 
anniversary and looking closer to 
the form of its 1960s heyday. 

This year is also special because the big cat 
launches an all-new XJ flagship, epitomising a 
revolution after years locked in an automotive 
‘Groundhog Da/, attempting to recreate the 
styling of those Beatles-era icons. 

Jaguar MD Mike O’Driscoll said: “In 2010 
we celebrate our past, and 75 years of design¬ 
ing and building cars that celebrate the art of 
automobile making. 

“We’re also celebrating the promise of the 
future, and the introduction of the all-new XJ. 
In just three years we’ve completely revital¬ 
ized the Jaguar line-up with the launch of 
three beautiful fast cars.” 

Apart from the forthcoming XJ, the others 
are the superb mid-range XF and the radical¬ 
ly re-engineered and elegant XK Coupe. 

Jaguar was formed by Sir William Lyons, 


who founded Swallow Sidecars in 1922, and 
went on to create a range of ‘SS’ branded 
motorcycle sidecars and cars. 

But when it came to the launch of the much 
grander all-new SS 100 in 1935, he wanted a 
new and evocative name. 

‘Jaguar’ proved the ideal choice, communi¬ 
cating the feline grace, power and agility that 
set Lyons’ cars apart; he once said a car “was 
the closest thing we can create to something 
that is alive”. 

Jaguar followed this debut with some of the 


world’s most iconic sporting cars: the late 
1940s XK120, the C-Type and D-Type models 
that dominated 1950s motor racing, the 
elegant 1960s E-Type - often described as the 
most beautiful car ever built - and classic 
saloons of the same decade, the Mark II and 
original XJ. 

Despite these much-loved designs though, 
Jaguar could not escape the malaise then affect¬ 
ing the UK motor industry - dragged down by 
strikes, declining quality and imported rivals. 

In 1966, Jaguar merged with the British 


Motor Corporation, which morphed into 
British Leyland - now a by-word for industri¬ 
al strife of the period. The marque appeared 
doomed to drown in BL’s pool of confused 
brands and marketing, until spun off in 1984, 
as a Thatcher government privatisation. 

It was a brave move, but Jaguar was really 
too small to survive alone and the Ford empire 
bought it for its new premium brands division 
in 1989. 

Despite a Ford-derived upsurge in quality 
and efficiency though, Jaguar’s once impres¬ 
sive design touch seemed unable to woo 
buyers from apparently more sharp-suited 
go-ahead German rivals. 

With Ford itself suffering financial woes, 
Jaguar - along with Land Rover - was sold to 
Tata Motors of India in 2008. 

Tata started making cars in 1964, but pro¬ 
duction levels and its industrial clout have 
soared lately as India has industrialised and 
its people taken to the road.

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Kia smoothes off its 
rough-riding Sorento 




KIA will overhaul its SUV line-up 
within a few months through 
all-new versions of its Sorento and 
Sportage models. 

The former arrives in March, while the UK 
debut for baby brother is expected soon after. 

Both cars are radically different, with the big 
Sorento more so since it marks a complete 
break from the traditional big 4x4 construc¬ 
tion of the original. 

Out goes the ‘body on ladder frame’ format 
and in comes a single-piece body more akin to 
a standard car. 

Kia’s pragmatic argument is that the 
Sorento won fans with genuine off-road 
and towing prowess at a sensible price - with 
haggling, you could get into a new one for well 
under £20,000 - but it was never going to sell 
big to a niche market. 

Its successor is lighter, more stylish and far 
better on-road, comes with an economical 
front-wheel drive only option and has the 
bonus of seven seats if you want it, which will 
scare Volvo - its once revolutionary, but dear¬ 
er XC90 is now well past its sell-by date. 

There is a price to pay for this fresher Sorento 
though - about £1,800 more for the entry-level 
2.2-litre diesel (£22,495) version, though you can 
still buy a petrol 2.4-litre (£20,495) for around 
the start price of the old car. Even with the price 
hike though, you get typical Kia value: loads of 
standard kit plus the new universal seven- 
year/100,000-mile warranty applied this year. 

What is more, the new Sorento in 4x4 form 


will not shrink from getting dirty if asked; it 
would probably be outclassed by its predeces¬ 
sor in a real mire, but rode roughshod over 
mucky tracks and piecemeal surfaces encoun¬ 
tered at the launch event, while retaining a lot 
of its on-road composure. 

The car also cruises with refinement and 
handles bends well without the body roll you 


might expect from a car with such a com¬ 
manding driving position. 

Kia’s increasing mastery of a decent interi¬ 
ors at value prices is also evident, though 
sometimes let down by silver-coloured plastic 
rather than proper alloy finishes - but, hey, 
look at the overall deal. 

I drove both manual and auto (£1,300 extra) 


■ IF KIA’S current Sportage is seen as a 
cut-price alternative to the increasing¬ 
ly expensive Toyota RAV4, its forthcoming 
replacement deserves recognition as a 
smart new model in its own right. 

It is a fresh and sporty design blending 
the key features of a sports utility vehicle 
(SUV) - commanding driving position and 
raised ground clearance. 

The Korean marque, which recently 
extended a seven-year warranty across all 
its cars, says the new Sportage will arrive 
latter this year with a “highly competitive 
diesel and petrol engine line-up”. 



4x4 versions of the diesel and reckon there is a 
fag paper between them for performance, 
but you might prefer the slightly better fuel 
consumption from the manual. 

The cabin is huge and the rear two rows of 
seats easily managed for whatever mix of seat¬ 
ing and cargo is required - Kia is clearly tar¬ 
geting MPV buyers as well as SUV fans.

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King of the motor world 
Toyota’s annus horribilis 



IT HAS been an uncharacteristi¬ 
cally bad year for Toyota. 

After the elation of becoming undisputed 
champion of the carmaking world - following 
General Motors’ decline - the Japanese giant 
recorded its first net loss in 59 years last May. 

At $4.4 billion it was a stinker too, though 
predictable in a global recession and Toyota 
will surely shrug it off better than many 
tottering rivals. 

However, misfortune usually comes in waves 
and the company is now embroiled in what 
will surely become known as Accelerator-gate’ 
following a worldwide recall of some three mil¬ 
lion Toyotas - nearly 181,000 in the UK - 
while the company sorts out a potential risk 
from sticky throttle pedals. 

Of course, recalls are not unusual in the 
motor industry and are so common with some 
makes that they rarely rate more than a 
media paragraph. 

But this is Toyota, for goodness sake, a com¬ 
pany founded upon reliability and customer 
satisfaction - sometimes to the detriment of 
glamour and excitement. 

And now its reputation as an eco-pioneer 
has been sullied by a recall affecting third gen¬ 
eration versions of the famous Prius hybrid. 

Some customers have claimed that the 
car’s brake pedal can lose its Teel’ when the car 
hits a pothole or other unevenness.

will need a software upgrade by dealers. 

With bad weather having left local roads in 
an appalling state, I had plenty of opportunity 
to test this problem during a week with the 
latest Prius, but our car seemed unaffected. 

In fact, the five-door Prius is unaffected in 
every sense of the word. 

Apart from dashboard graphics you can 
select, showing exactly which bits of the 


hybrid petrol-electric powertrain are doing 
what at any given moment, you soon forget 
that this is a cutting-edge piece of kit. 

And that’s a big compliment in one way; that 
the Prius has become so mainstream, comfort¬ 
able and well-equipped that it appeals to eveiy- 
day users as much as well-heeled eco-warriors.

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134bhp in tandem with the car’s electric motor. 

This gives equivalent performance to a con¬ 
ventional 2.0-litre family car and addresses 
the Mark II’s Achilles Heel. 

This was poor motorway fuel consumption; 
the Prius made an excellent low emission fam¬ 
ily car in urban use, but the on-board comput¬ 
er told the opposite story on a high-speed long- 
haul journey. 


Cruising efficiency is said to be up 10 per 
cent now, with an official combined fuel 
consumption of 72.4mpg and range of 715 
miles - 93 more than before, yet the tank size 
is unchanged. 

Driving deliberately as ‘Mr Awkward’ I 
couldn’t get near that, but I reckon I was up 
in the 50s and 60s most of the time and 
despite one high-speed dash of about 80 


miles, so the big weakness has been put right. 

The Prius also now has the lowest C02 
emissions (89g/km) of any UK family car and 
qualifies for zero road tax - the previous car 
was liable to £35/year - and can even be 
switched to EV (electric vehicle) running only, 
producing zero emissions for up to two kilome¬ 
tres at speeds up to 31mph - ideal for school 
runs and shopping trips.

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Shared space’s new accolade

ASHFORD has won a national 
award for throwing off a 'concrete 
collar’ during its regeneration - 
and making it a better place to do 
business. 

The town centre’s £16 million ‘shared space’ 
scheme was hailed as a model for other UK 
town and cities while being honoured at the 
prestigious Royal Town Planning Institute 
(RTPI) 2009 awards at The Hilton, London. 

It topped 94 schemes considered by the 
RTPI, using a concept pioneered in Holland 
that removes road signs and barriers separat¬ 
ing pedestrians and traffic. 

The theory is that drivers and pedestrians 


become more aware of each other, increasing 
safety, though Top Gear presenter Jeremy 
Clarkson gained national media coverage after 
joking pedestrians would only make eye contact 
with drivers as they bounced off their wind¬ 
screens. In fact, no accidents have been report¬ 
ed in the 12 months since the scheme opened. 
BBC Radio 4 Today presenter Justin Webb 
made the presentation to Kent County Council, 
Ashford Borough Council, architects Whitelaw 
Turkington and scheme artist John Atkin. 

Chairwoman of the RTPI judges, Kay Powell 
said: “This project has transformed a town 
that was suffering from a ‘concrete collar’ that 
restricted pedestrian movement to and from 
the centre. The council, working with a multi¬ 
disciplinary team involving planners, engi¬ 
neers, urban designers, landscape architects 
and public artists, has transformed a series of 
streets where the space is now shared between 
vehicles and pedestrians. This reworking of 



Ashford’s inner ring road has created a much 
more pleasant environment and neighbour¬ 
hoods have become a more attractive location 
for retail and business development, marking 
a major stage in the regeneration of the town. 

“The scheme demonstrates a high level of 
innovation and originality, which has resulted 


in a greatly enhanced and more civilised and 
sustainable urban environment. 

“It provides a model other towns and cities 
with similar problems will surely follow.” 

KCC cabinet member for highways Cllr Nick 
Chard said: “This gives further national recog¬ 
nition for the scheme’s innovation and imagi¬ 
nation. We are putting Ashford on the map.” 

Borough council leader and chairman of 
Ashford’s Future, Cllr Paul Clokie, said: “Since 
its launch, the area has been accident-free and 
the scheme has made the town centre more 
attractive. It is also playing a crucial role in 
unlocking commercial development potential.” 

The pioneering designer behind the scheme, 
Ben Hamilton-Baillie, said: “Ashford has 
helped the UK appreciate the potential for cre¬ 
ating more civilised streets and spaces, and 
this will be a lasting legacy.”

TWO Kent companies have joined forces for a 
product epitomising the county’s image as the 
Garden of England. 

Evoking a landscape of orchards and hop 
gardens, Core Commander ale claims to marry 
the expertise of Bramley apple specialist 
Fourayes Farm at Bicknor, near Sittingbourne, 
and the Nelson Brewery at Chatham Historic 
Dockyard. Fourayes MD Phil Acock said: “The 
Bramley is highly versatile. We’ve been work¬ 
ing to make the most of its attributes by com¬ 
ing up with new recipes and forming new part¬ 
nerships. Kentish Bramleys can already be 
found in many desserts, juices and of course, 


cider, so an ale seemed a natural progression.” 

Piers MacDonald, owner of The Nelson 
Brewery, said: “The Bramley has all the right 
qualities for a light ale. The challenge initially 
was to see how the combination would work, 
but we’re very pleased with the results. 

“The apple takes away the sharpness of the 
hops you tend to find in heavier ales and mel¬ 
lows the taste. It’s still very much an ale, though, 
with no similarities to a cider. We’re hoping Core 
Commander will have a broad appeal.” 

The nautical name was chosen in honour of 
Nelson himself, whose flagship, Victory, was 
built at Chatham.

CRITICISM of Ashford’s award¬ 
winning but controversial shared 
space scheme by outspoken TV 
motoring guru Jeremy Clarkson 
was actually “helpful”, says the 
scheme’s mastermind, writes 
Steve Knight. 

Top Gear presenter Clarkson had insisted 
the plan would invite casualties, but urban 
design expert Ben Hamilton-Baillie said he 
was pleased to now point out that no accidents 
occurred within shared space in its first year. 

The scheme, regarded as a big success by the 
town’s business and retail community, has a 
speed limit of 20mph and gives pedestrians 
equal priority to those behind the wheel. 

Reviewing the first year, the designer said: 
“Much more time is needed before we can 
draw any firm conclusions, but so far the new 
arrangements seem to give Ashford some 
space which is significantly safer than the old 
one-way, three-lane racetrack of the former

ring road. Kent County Council and Ashford 
council deserve the accolades for sticking to 
their principles and seeing the scheme 
through. 

“Other towns and cities are 
already benefiting from the inspi¬ 
ration and reassurance provided 
by Ashford, and the rewards arise 
from appreciation for such pioneer¬ 
ing work.” 

Recalling Clarkson’s early criti¬ 
cisms - he branded the idea “stu¬ 
pid” and called the people behind it 
“idiots” - Mr Hamilton-Baillie 
claims he had been unfazed by the 
comments: 

“The media naturally reflected 
the inevitable surprise and scepti¬ 
cism that always accompanies 
something new and different. 

“I am used to similar doubts and uncertain¬ 
ties greeting every new street design, especial¬ 
ly those that break as many boundaries as the 
Ashford scheme. 

“Clarkson perfectly encapsulated the old 


assumptions that gave us the pedestrian seg¬ 
regation of bridges, underpasses, signals, signs 
and barriers - it can be helpful to have such 
reactions expressed and articulated.”

INTERNATIONALLY famous East Mailing 
Research (EMR) has undergone a restruc¬ 
turing into specific science and commercial 
arms.

Trust chairman Dr Ian Graham-Bryce 
said: “Mr Benn heaped praise on the work 
of the team at EMR and rightly said food 
security is as important to the future well¬ 
being of the country and the world as ener¬ 
gy security. 

“This move allows EMR management to 
focus on what they do best - horticultural 
and scientific research - and to use their 
already strong ties with industry and Defra 
to secure further funding. 

“The trust will continue its strong sup¬ 
port for EMR, which in recent years has 
been running at approximately £1 million 
annually.”

A PIONEERING university 
chemist based in Kent has been 
invited to join a top level interna¬ 
tional knowledge transfer partner¬ 
ship mission to Germany and 
Switzerland. 

Dr Bruce Alexander, of the University of 
Greenwich at Medway, is developing innova¬ 
tive ways of generating clean fuel to cut UK 
carbon emissions through using nanotechnolo¬ 
gy to create hydrogen for electricity by using 
water, solar energy and tiny particles from 
chemicals such as titanium dioxide - found in 
paint and toothpaste. 

Stained glass 

He said: “Nanotechnology has been around 
since the Middle Ages, we just haven’t called it 
that. Essentially, it’s the science of the very 
small. 

“Our medieval ancestors applied nanotech¬ 
nology when they used tiny particles of gold to 
make stained glass red, and some claim that 
Indian craftsmen used nanotechnology to 
make weapons nearly 2,000 years ago. 

“In the UK, if we are to meet our target 
of an 80 per cent reduction in carbon emis¬ 
sions by 2050, this is exactly the type 


of technology we need to be developing. 

“More than a quarter of our carbon emis¬ 
sions come from transport. We need to electri¬ 
fy our transport system across the board. 
Nanotechnology promises to provide the key to 
doing this. 

“Taking advantage of small chemical parti¬ 
cles and sunlight, we can extract hydrogen 
from water with zero carbon emissions. 

“New forms of power generation, such as 
fuel cells, can convert the hydrogen into elec¬ 
tricity and use it to power many forms of 
transport, again with no carbon emissions or 
pollution. 

“Transport for London currently has five 
buses that run on hydrogen.” 

Dr Alexander will join a select group of nan¬ 
otechnology specialists from UK organisations 
such as the Carbon Trust and Technology 
Strategy Board for the visit. 

The exercise is designed to help nanotechnol¬ 
ogy experts share information and knowledge 
about turning their research into commercial 
applications and is backed by the Department 
for Business,

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German badges 
make a marque 

BRITISH company car drivers like noth¬ 
ing better than a premium German 
badge on the bonnet, says the country’s 
largest motor leasing provider. 

Lex Autolease’s survey of 3,000 busi¬ 
ness drivers reveals the BMW 3-Series is 
the nation’s favourite company car, fol¬ 
lowed by other German stalwarts the 
Audi A4, VW Golf and Mercedes C-Class. 

Only the UK-built Honda Civic breaks 
into the top five. 

Lex’s Chris Chandler said: “German 
badges may be more expensive in list 
price terms, but that only tells half the 
story. The modem company car driver is 
looking for a tax and fuel efficient car, but 
is not prepared to compromise on other 
desirable features such as performance, 
handling and comfort. 

“Company car drivers are tough cus¬ 
tomers. They know their cars, spend a lot 
of time in them and are careful with their 
money, but these cars are viewed as offer¬ 
ing great value.” 

Lex Autolease said the “holy trinity” 
when choosing a company car was tax 
(benefit in kind or BIK), fuel efficiency 
and C02 emissions. 

All three are interlinked, so manufac¬ 
turers compete increasingly on environ¬ 
mental performance measures. 

Road tax is also now geared to low- 
emission cars. Mr Chandler said: 
“Choosing a greener vehicle isn’t a ges¬ 
ture, it’s a necessity. Low C02 cars are 
more cost effective in tax terms, but are 
also likely to be more fuel efficient. This 
makes their costs while in service much 
cheaper.” 

• BRITAIN’S automotive suppliers seem 
set for revival after independent research 
commissioned by the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders (SMMT). 

Car-makers based in the UK such as 
Honda, Nissan and Toyota are said to be 
interested in sourcing more locally-built 
components for logistical reasons and the 
flexibility of the labour force and positive 
industrial relations. 

The UK automotive industry has a 
£51 billion per year turnover, supports 
800,000 jobs, invests £lbn annually in 
R&D, and accounts for 10 per cent of 
total UK exports. 



Lease deal to 
ease the pain

TROUBLED Suits You and Racing Green retailer SRG has chosen an 
alternative route to store closures and redundancies to counter the 
drop in consumer spending. 

The group, which has stores in Kent at 

Chatham, Maidstone and Ashford, is instead _ 

seeking to slash rentals on its stores to bring 
them more into line with the trading climate. 

This company voluntary arrangement, or CVA, is an appealing and more strategic alterna¬ 
tive to the drastic cutbacks of some clothing groups and has been masterminded by account¬ 
ancy giant KPMG, where restructuring partner Brian Green told businessforkent.co.uk: 
“With the latest BRC retail figures showing the worst January consumer demand in 15 years, 
it’s no surprise that many businesses are no longer able to prop up long leases negotiated in 
more benign times. 

“Company voluntary arrangements give retailers facing administration an alternative. If a 
company’s management can agree a compromise with their creditors via a CVA, they can 
keep control of the business, often protecting more stores and jobs.” 

SRG - Speciality Retail Group - has 71 stores nationwide with about 300 staff and hopes 
the KPMG plan will avoid immediate closures or redundancies. 

KPMG’s Richard Fleming, who will supervise the operation, said: “SRG is a successful 
brand in its designer outlet stores but has been unable to stave off the drop in consumer 
demand in its high street stores. While the company has taken significant steps to address 
its problems, the business faces administration unless it can restructure its operations via a 
CVA. Unlike the JJB and Blacks CVAs where loss-making stores were closed and landlords 
of these stores were offered six months’ rent plus rates, SRG is not proposing to close any of 
its stores immediately. Landlords of the 42 loss-making stores 
will be offered 60 per cent of the full rent for a period of 18 
months. The stores will continue to trade during this period. If, 
however, the landlords wish to take on new tenants, they can do 
so by giving 45 days’ notice.

“I gained so much experience and it real¬ 
ly helped my confidence levels, as well as 
looking good on my CV.

Chris attended Chichester College, 
which provided support and encourage¬ 
ment throughout the competition. 

Robbie Beecher, apprenticeship manager 
for ConstructionSkills in the South East, 
said: “SkillBuild provides a platform to 
demonstrate the immense talent we have 
in the UK’s new generation of construction 
workers and really gives us something to 
be positive about in difficult times.

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Profession’s re-think in face of change 


SOLICITORS are amidst unprecedented 
change, according to Canterbury-based 
accountants Burgess Hodgson. 

Not only are they hit by fallout from the 
recession, but also have to deal with a raft of 
regulatory changes imposed by the Legal 
Services Act 2007. If that wasn’t bad enough, 
they’ve also had to change their name. They 
are now known as ‘Solicitors of the Senior 
Court’, not ‘Solicitors of the Supreme Court’. 

But the biggest concern is the coming chal¬ 


lenge of stiff competition under the provi¬ 
sions for the alternative business structure 
(ABS), the £19 billion legal services market - 
once the preserve of law firms - soon to avail¬ 
able through banking, insurance and other 
outlets. 

The Law Society now expects ABS legisla¬ 
tion to be in place by the end of 2011, though 
some commentators expect the timetable to 
be nearer the end of 2012-13. 

Burgess Hodgson’s partners, not unnatu¬ 


rally, see an opportunity for their own expert¬ 
ise as legal firms are forced into radical re¬ 
structuring due to fewer clients - particular¬ 
ly in the financial services, conveyancing and 
wills sectors - and pressure on fees, exacer¬ 
bated by the frail economy, redundancies and 
lack of confidence. 

Burgess Hudgson said the popular answers 
are for legal firms to concentrate on a niche 
market or the strongest areas of their busi¬ 
ness, while looking for business efficiencies. 


Thinking about popping 
the question? Read on... 


WHAT could be more romantic 
than a proposal of marriage on 
Valentine’s Day? 

Only a lawyer could spoil the moment with 
mention of a pre-nuptial agreement, says 
Kent family solicitor Anne Blenkinsop. 

Anne, partner and member of the family 
law team at Furley Page, said: “I am not sug¬ 
gesting that you raise the topic while you or 
your partner is down on one knee. 

“But as you plan your wedding and your life 
together, you will inevitably talk about 
finances and at that point you should consid¬ 
er whether a pre-nuptial agreement would be 
right for you. 

“An agreement doesn’t signify a lack of com¬ 


mitment to stay together, any more 
than having car insurance shows 
an intention to crash. But if the 
marriage does end in divorce, a 
settlement agreed by you as 
fair when the relationship was 
happy is a much better way of 
ending the partnership than a 
bitter and costly court hearing.” 

She added that ‘pre-nups’ can be 
good for couples who bring substan¬ 
tial financial assets to the marriage 

- either through a previous divorce or 
because they are marrying later in life 

- and particularly if they have older chil¬ 
dren who may have concerns about how 
the marriage will affect them. 


They can also help reassure parents 
thinking of helping the 
newlyweds on their 
way, but worried 
that their son or 
daughter may not 
benefit from their 
generosity if the 
marriage breaks 
down. 

And though pre- 
nups aren’t enforceable 
by law, Anne Blenkinsop 
argues that they are being 
given increasing weight by the 
courts when a judgement is being 
made.

100 YEARS AGO: NEW Brampton 
were left empty-handed after 
a brave fight-back ended in a 
3-2 defeat to Exeter City at St 
James’ Park. 

The Grecians were still wearing a 
green and white kit, ditched later in 1910 
for supposedly being unlucky, but if 
anything it was Brompton who were left 
cursing their ill fortune. 

Their in-form keeper Bateup couldn’t 
play and his replacement, Luff, made a 
blunder that allowed City to take a first- 
half lead. 

Luff had plenty of time to deal with an 
innocuous shot from the home side, but 
instead he turned it into his own net. 

City scored two impressive strikes to 
take a 3-0 lead, but Brompton missed a 
glorious chance to pull one back when 
Satterthwaite failed from the penalty spot. 

It proved crucial as Brompton rallied 
strongly in the second-half. 

Taylor had limped off in the first period, 
but he returned after the break, and 
restored to 11 players, the visitors pulled 
one back when Court turned in 
Hobson’s cross. Taylor added a second, 
but Brompton were unable to snatch the 
equaliser. 


50 YEARS AGO: FAVERSHAM 
Town announced they would 
be visiting Belgium in honour 
of Jack Howell, a 19-year-old 
wireless operator from the town who 
was one of four men killed during World 
War Two when a Hampden Bomber was 
shot down over Limburg. 

Howell was buried in the town of 
Neeroeteren, but only after the interven¬ 
tion of local resistance leader Jos 
Mooris, who persuaded the occupying 
authorities to allow a burial. 

When another resistance leader 
attempted to lay a wreath in Howell’s 
honour he was shot dead. 

Howell’s brother, Bill, also in the RAF, 
only found out what had happened after 
contacting the War Office in 1946. 

In 1951 he met Mooris, who lost a leg 
during the liberation, and struck up a 
lifelong friendship, leading to an invita¬ 
tion to the Lilywhites to tour the country 
Jack had helped to free. 




25 YEARS AGO: SARAH Powell 
was preparing for her first ever 
encounter with Zola Budd at 
the Women’s National Cross 
Country championships in Birkenhead. 

The Ryarsh athlete had been hindered 
by a ligament injury that stopped her 
from training for two months. 

She admitted her aim was to qualify for 
the England team for the World 
Championships rather than beat Budd, a 
South African who used to run barefoot 
and who controversially took British citi¬ 
zenship in order to compete in the 1984 
Olympics (South Africa were banned 
from international sport due to their 
apartheid system of government). 

“The course at Birkenhead is flat and 
it’s going to be like a track, which will suit 
her more than me,” Powell said. 

“And the distance is 6,000 metres. I’m 
used to running another 36,000 after 
that. The main thing is I’m back running.”

THE race is on for the Kent 
League title both on and off the 
pitch, with five clubs making 
their preparations for going up a 
level after applying for promotion 
to the Ryman Leagues. 

As well as finishing top of the league, clubs 
wanting to move up must apply to the 
Football Association mid-season. It gives the 
governing body time to inspect the grounds, 
allowing the interested clubs time to make 
any improvements before the start of the 
new season. 

This year the Kent League clubs on the FAs 
list are: Faversham Town, Heme Bay, Erith & 
Belvedere, Hythe Town and Erith Town. 

Leading the division by 10 points, 
Faversham are the hot favourites. Forced to 
withdraw from the league in 2003 due to 
financial problems, the Lilywhites are final¬ 
ly in a position to leave the division behind. 

Minor improvements are being made to 
Salters Lane to bring it up to scratch before 
the FA assess it within the next month. With 
crowds increasing as the team has 
improved, chairman Bob Mason believes the 
club are well equipped to go up. 

He said: “I think it would create more local 
interest. It’s no good as a club saying we 
don’t want to go up, you have to try and play 
at the highest level. The one thing that won’t 
happen is getting into the same situation we 
did in 2003 where we were in debt. We 
wouldn’t let it happen.” 

Heme Bay are the most realistic chal¬ 
lengers. With the highest average gates in the 
division, their attendances would put them in 
the top six of this year’s Ryman South. 

Winch’s Field is also due to be graded in 
the next few weeks, but no improvements 
are believed to be required. Financially the 
club are secure and chairman John Bathurst 
is confident the club could cope. 

He said: “If we kept the young players 
there would be no need to go into the mar¬ 
ketplace just because we went up. We have a 
great sponsor and the crowds would go up 
playing Kent derbies against teams like 
Whitstable and Folkestone. Some of the 
teams we play from the London area in the 
Kent League bring no-one down.” 

Hythe Town are also confident of competing 


at a higher level. Reachfields passed the 
ground grading visit last season and finan¬ 
cially the club is in a good position. After just 
falling short a year ago, everything is in place. 

Paul Markland, club chairman, said: 
“Every penny we need this season is already 
in the bank, we’ve got a good set up off the 
pitch, we’re in good shape, we’ve been build¬ 
ing towards it over the last couple of years, 
it’s just down to the players now.” 

The outsiders, both in terms of position in 
the table and the situation off the pitch, are 
the two Erith clubs. 

The Deres would have no problem with 
their Park View Road ground, which they 
rent from Welling United, but with average 
gates under 75, they would be minnows at 
Ryman League level. 


Frank May, club secretary, said: “If we go 
into the Ryman North we wouldn’t imagine 
the crowds going up dramatically, but it’s not 
at the front of our minds. Our aim is to be 
promoted, it’s unlikely it’s going to be this 
season but we’ll have another go next year.” 

Erith Town have work to do on Erith 
Stadium to meet the regulations, and while 
chairman Albert Putnam says financially 
the club could cope with promotion, he 
admits they would think twice if they were 
offered a place in the relatively poorly sup¬ 
ported Ryman North. 

He said: “One of our big problems would be 
which league we were put in. We came out 
of the Spartan League to get across the 
pyramid and Erith Town would look really 
seriously if we went into the North.” 


Fleet’s boy from Brazil comes good 


JUST a few short months ago, everything looked 
bleak for Ebbsfleet United as they stared relegation 
from the Blue Square Premier full in the face, writes 
Steve Tervet. 

The Stonebridge Road club had gone 15 games 
without a win and 12 hours without a goal and their 
chances of survival appeared close to nil. 

However, the Fleet, while still far from safe, have 
produced a remarkable turnaround to haul them¬ 
selves out of the bottom four and back into the reck¬ 
oning for a place at non-league football’s top table 
next season. 

Magno Vieira struck three minutes into 
Ebbsfleet’s home game against Mansfield Town on 
November 28 and the Brazilian striker’s goals have 
been the platform for the subsequent success story 
ever since. 

Vieira, who celebrated his 25th birthday yesterday, 


netted 11 times in as many games prior to this week¬ 
end and admitted he is relieved to have left the 
darks times behind. 

He said: “It was really tough and every game it 
seemed like we would never score. That’s gone now, 
though, and we have given ourselves a chance to stay 
up. Everyone’s stepped it up a bit, we’ve started getting 
a bit of luck and I’ve been blessed to score the goals. 

“Hopefully they keep going in and we can keep this 
club out of the relegation zone.” 

Having collected the Blue Square player of the 
month award for January, Vieira proceeded to score 
twice in Ebbsfleet’s 2-1 win at Chester City - his 
third consecutive brace. 

The well-travelled striker knows his way out of the 
division, having helped Carlisle United to promotion 
in 2004-05, but he must now ensure the Fleet avoid 
the exit door at the wrong end of the table.

Stones duo exit 
club after four 
years in charge

ALAN Walker’s departure from Maidstone 
United on Monday marked the end of an associ¬ 
ation with the club spanning three decades. 

Walker, who left the club along with joint 
boss Lloyd Hume this week, first played 
against the Stones when he was with Telford, 
but wrote his name into club folklore on 
Boxing Day, 1989, when, as Gillingham cap¬ 
tain, he knocked himself unconscious scoring a 
consolation goal in the first ever Kent derby in 
the Football League. 

With Gillingham trailing Maidstone 2-0 in 
injury time, Walker hurled himself at a cross 
and scored but smashed his head into the 
upright, a typically brave act by a granite-hard 
player who inspired fierce loyalty. 

His apprentice at the time was Lloyd Hume, 
a self-confessed “idiot” on the pitch, but a 
shrewd businessman off it. 

Over time their relationship evolved. When 
Hume was named Maidstone manager in 2004 
it was a transparent way of getting around 
Kent League rules that prevented Walker, a 
KCFA employee, from officially taking the role. 

It was obvious who was running the show 
when, before a game, Hume asked his football 
adviser, ‘What do you want me to do now Walks?” 
as he gathered in the balls after the warm-up. 

Yet by the time the duo had won promotion to 
the Ryman League, an increasingly confident 
Hume wanted an even footing and the pair 
were named joint-managers for 2006-07, when 
they won Ryman Division One South at the 
first attempt. 

Highlight 

However, in the summer of 2007 Walker suf¬ 
fered a freak spinal injury while heading a ball 
during a coaching session in Belfast. 

Although surgeons considered his recovery 
“astonishing,” for a man who played well into 
his 40s, the injury was devastating. 

“I miss playing more than you will ever 
know,” he told me once, long before his acci¬ 
dent, and his enthusiasm for the game was 
still obvious from the childlike grin he sported 
when captaining a Maidstone Veterans side 
against Spurs back in 2003. 

Although he returned to co-manage the side 
with Hume, for the first time this season the 
team looked less than the sum of its parts. 

Walker was unavailable for comment this 
week, but Hume said the duo had left on good 
terms. 

“I’ve never been at a club for as long as this 
so it will be hard to leave it,” he said. “I’ve 
made a lot of friends here and I will still be 
watching games because I have become a fan. 

“I think for me my highlight was winning 
promotion to the Ryman Premier at the first 
time of asking. It was a great season and I 
enjoyed every minute of it. 

“I’ve worked with Alan for a long time and I 
would like to work alongside him at another 
club if the chance arose. I think during our time 
together at Maidstone we have proved that 
having joint managers works: we have won the 
Kent League and the Ryman South together.” 

Reserve team boss Peter Nott has taken over 
as temporary manager at Maidstone and will 
stay in the post until the end of the season.

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Marsh’s title hopes 
rekindled as Booth 
offers up rematch 

MATTHEW Marsh is already looking ahead to a 
rematch with Jason Booth after the pair’s first title 
fight was controversially stopped in the penultimate 
round. 

The Welling fighter was 
believed to be ahead on 
points going into the 11th 
round of an absorbing super 
bantamweight bout in 
Nottingham last Friday. 

It was ended by the doctor, 
who halted proceedings due 
to a cut just above Marsh’s 
eye, sustained in an acciden¬ 
tal clash of heads earlier in 
the fight. 

It was an unfortunate way 
to finish a thrilling fight, but 
within minutes a rematch 
had been offered. 

Marsh said: “I was gutted because everyone thought 
I was winning by two or three rounds, but once the 
doctor’s made a decision there’s nothing you can do. 

“Frank Maloney [Booth’s promoter] came straight 
over and said it was one of the best title fights he’d 
seen for a long time. We’ll definitely have a rematch.” 

The fight will not be staged until at least April, 
with the 28-year-old needing up to two months for 
the cut, which needed 11 stitches, to completely heal. 

When it goes ahead it will be the biggest contest of 
Marsh’s career, with the prospect of regaining his 
British title as well as Booth’s Commonwealth belt 
expected to be put on the line. 

Despite the high stakes, Marsh takes a lot of belief 
from the first fight, which saw him knock down 
Booth in the fifth round. 

He said: “Jason said I would’ve won the fight, so 
that was a bit of respect from him. I’m confident for 
the rematch. I’ll have to box a bit differently because 
he knows what I’m like now, but he’ll have to do the 
same. I think the first fight will get in his head.” 



‘The Gent’ is ready to

SCOTT Woolford has vowed to get nasty in his next 
fight after his title aspirations were dealt a blow 
when he lost on cuts to former British champion 
Young Mutley last Friday. 

Woolford, known as ‘The

Woolford, floored by a bodyshot in the second 
round, said being put on the canvas was more of a 
wake-up call than hurtful and spurred him into 
action after a tentative start to the fight. 

He said: “Mutley came out really fast in the first 
which I didn’t expect as he’s usually a slow starter. 
He won the first round and in the second caught me 
with a really good bodyshot. 

“It was a wake-up call and I knew then I was in for 
a really hard fight so I went for it. 

“In the third I started to catch him with some real¬ 
ly good shots, but the cut was so bad and I only had 
about a minute or so before the referee stopped it.” 

Woolford says he may adopt a different approach 
when he next steps in the ring, which he hopes will 
be in April or May once his cut has healed. 

“Maybe I need to get a bit nastier in future and 
start faster and be more aggressive and take the 
intitiative,” he said.

AFTER one of his most success¬ 
ful seasons for Kent, Geraint 
Jones insists he won’t curb his 
attacking instincts when he 
goes out to bat against Division 
One bowlers this summer. 

The wicketkeeper/batsman was a reve¬ 
lation at number three in the Kent bat¬ 
ting order in championship cricket last 
summer, scoring 1,291 runs at 51.64 
which included five 100s and the same 
number of 50s. 

The 33-year-old counter-attacked 
whether he went in first wicket down 
with Kent struggling on 2 for 1 or 100 for 
1, displaying the sort of form from his 
early days with the county, and which 
later made him a permanent fixture in 
the England side. 

He was also named Kent Player of the 
Year last summer and is believed to have 
been close to a recall to the England set¬ 
up during the winter tour to South Africa. 
After spending some of the off-season in 
Australia visiting family and friends, the 
Papua New Guinea-bom right-hander is 
refreshed and ready for the new season. 

“Having that big break works for me 
because it gives me that hunger for the 
game again after a hard summer,” he 
said. “I was happy with the way the sea¬ 
son went and with the amount of mns I 
scored and to be named player of the 
year was like the icing on the cake really. 

“The key for me this year is to be con¬ 
sistent and do it summer after summer 
and make sure it wasn’t just a one off.” 

The 2005 Ashes winner puts much of 
his good form of last season down to hard 
work in the nets, although those around 
him at Kent have commented that he 
lost his way with the bat while playing 
for England. 

Going back to playing his natural game 
attacking from ball one, and batting 
higher in the order which means not bat¬ 
ting with the tail - something he has 
done for the majority of his career - has 
been key, says Jones. 

“The work I did in the winter and pre¬ 
season all led up to that first game and to 
get runs on the board was pleasing,” he 
said. “Also batting at the top of the order 
in all forms of the game really suited me 
because I was in form and was never able 
to get out of it. 

“Batting at the top means you are not 
protecting the tail and instead means you 
have time to get yourself in and I’ve prac¬ 
ticed batting for long periods of time.” 

Jones will form part of a strong Kent 
top order which includes skipper Rob 
Key, Joe Denly, Martin van Jaarsveld, 
Darren Stevens and Sam Northeast and 
says that settled batting line-up does 
bring a sense of stability.

Jones will not be forced into his shell. 

“If the balls are in the right area I will 
whack them, but there were times last 
season where I set my stall out to bat 
periods and left the ball well,” he said. “In

patient and wait for those and be ready 
to pounce on them when they arrive.” 


Eye gouger could face a lengthy ban 


THE eye-gouging incident which 
left Gravesend’s Clarence 
Harding blind in one eye could 
command a ban in excess of 70 
weeks, according to county bosses. 

Harding was injured in 
Gravesend’s Kent Cup rugby tie 
against Maidstone on January 
17 and may never play rugby 
again after surgeons revealed 
his optic nerve had been severed. 

Two days after that game, Stade 
Francais prop David Attoub was 
handed a 70-week ban after being 
found guilty of gouging Ulster’s 
Stephen Ferris in a Heineken 
Cup game, but that punishment 
could be dwarfed if any 
Maidstone player is punished.

Kent RFU chairman Roger 
Clarke revealed the judge who 
imposed Attoub’s ban would have 
taken the Frenchman’s career 
earnings into account - some¬ 
thing which would not affect a 


player in London 1 South. 

He said: “Eye-gouging is totally 
deplorable and it’s not an image 
we want in the game. In the 
amateur game the ban could be 
even more severe than that 
given to David Attoub. 

“In the professional game you 
have to be careful when weigh¬ 
ing up someone’s ability to earn a 
living, but in our set of circum¬ 
stances, we set the rules. 

“If somebody is found guilty of 
a horrible eye-gouge in the ama¬ 
teur game, the suspension could 
be even longer.” 

Kent Police have made no 
arrests regarding the incident 
and their investigations continue.

The man who formed part of the selection panel that hired Fabio Capello says the 
Italian is displaying strengths that secured him the job as our England manager 



WHILE the nation worked itself 
into a frenzy over what to do 
about the England captaincy 
amid widespread media reports 
about John Terry’s private life, 
one man kept his head. 

Our national manager, Fabio Capello made 
his decision to take the captaincy from Terry 
and from what I gather, the game itself has 
reacted positively to his decisiveness in 
undertaking what was a very difficult task.

get to South Africa for the World Cup, and 
even long before that, this matter will have 
sunk into the background and you will see 
first-class performances. 

What this has shown, once again though, is 
the strength of Capello which we saw long 
before we hired him as manager of our 
national team. 

He was appointed because he was one of 
the leading coaches in the world. He indicat¬ 
ed he was interested in the position and he 
had been successful pretty much everywhere 


he had been previously. He wanted to coach 
at international level and indicated at the 
time it would be his last appointment any¬ 
where. He is a hugely respected figure and I 
had seen evidence of that even before he 
became England manager when I was away 
on Uefa duty. 

It’s his whole approach; he is a disciplinar¬ 
ian, which is quite well known, and he has 
brought something into the England camp 
that has produced results for us. 

Now we must all move on and hopefully go 


on to win the World Cup, which is what foot¬ 
ball fans want. That’s what we need - a good 
performance in South Africa and one will 
find that some of the negative comments of 
the last 10 days or so will be lost. 

I know a lot of people across the world 
watched the European Championships in 
Austria and Switzerland in 2008 and were 
wondering why we weren’t there. We are one 
of the leading football nations in the world 
and Capello has come in and has brought the 
belief back and that’s something the public 
are sharing. 

The people have belief in him and, yes, the 
expectancy for South Africa is huge, and deep 
down that worries me a bit because I have 
seen one or two of the countries we will be 
playing in recent months and they are play¬ 
ing extremely well. 

Our players go into the tournament on the 
back of a very long season with 38 league 
games coupled with national cups and the 
all-important European competitions, which 
takes a lot out of professional footballers. 

They will have to lift themselves at the end 
of that to go to a training camp before head¬ 
ing to South Africa to play the United States. 

That won’t be easy. It will be an interesting 
period, but what one hopes is that once the 
situation evolves, young people will be 
attracted to our game and that will help it 
continue to thrive. 

Who knows, by the end of the year we could 
be successful in our bid for the 2018 World 
Cup, which would give us another boost in 
English football. 

Capello has no doubt played a great part as 
a professional in leading this England team, 
supporters always love their club, but at the 
end of the day when you get a successful 
England team in any sport, it lifts them and 
let’s hope we will be lifted as a country - per¬ 
haps we need something like this as a nation.

There are many Gillingham supporters who 
have disliked Mark Stimson from day one. 

While most new managers attempt to 
forge a bond with the fans, Stimson seems 
to have gone out of his way to upset almost 
everyone connected with the club. 

Whether it’s by mistreating former crowd 
favourites, eyeballing supporters who dare 
to disagree with his decisions or by publicly 
stating he isn’t a Gillingham fan, Stimson 
clearly doesn’t care what most people think 
of him. 

The last few weeks have exposed 
Stimson’s lack of tactics, his inability to 
make useful substitutions and, most worry¬ 
ing of all, his inability to motivate his players 
for the games that really matter. 

It’s about time he swallowed his pride and 
admitted he’s just not cut out for League 
One management.

The Gills boss admitted after the Tranmere 
defeat his job was on the line, saying: “Rightly 
so because we haven’t produced recently. It 
doesn’t frighten me or add any pressure to 
me because I think I’ll be okay. 

“We’ve all got our own views and the chair¬ 
man’s the one who makes the decisions.”

I don’t happen to believe that’s the 
case with Mark. 

“I understand why the supporters are so 
upset because I’m just as upset and so is Mark. 

“Everyone’s upset together, but now’s not the 
time to point fingers and take drastic action 
that may unsteady the ship even more.” 


The midweek defeat sent Gillingham into 
League One’s bottom four for the first time 
this season. 

While the form going into yesterday’s trip to 
Yeovil Town is alarming, it is not yet cata¬ 
strophic. With a third of the season still to play, 
only goal difference kept them in the danger 
zone and a host of clubs sit just above them. 

Scally is prepared to give Stimson the 
opportunity to turn the season round, but 
admitted a second relegation from League 
One in three seasons was on the cards unless 
answers are found. 

He said: “In my view we have a squad that’s 
quite capable of doing well in this division, but 
equally I understand that right now they’re 
not doing well in this division. If we don’t pull 
our fingers out there’s a huge danger that 
we’ll slip into the relegation zone and we don’t 
want to do that. You contemplate it because 
we’re in the bottom four, you can’t ignore it.” 

The stance is unlikely to placate a section of 
supporters who want a change in manager 
before it is too late to save the campaign. 

The names of former bosses Peter Taylor and 
Andy Hessenthaler have appeared on mes¬ 
sage boards as alternatives. But Hessenthaler, 
who insisted he remained focused on his job at 
non-league side Dover, agreed with Scally and 
felt a change would be counter-productive. 

He said: ‘Whatever happens it’s going to be 
a difficult situation. The players are there, the 
window’s shut, I don’t see any mileage in him 
going. Everyone’s got to stay together, there’s 
still a lot of games to go. 

“I feel for the fans, they’ve had some tough 
times, but I think the majority realise you have 
to pull together and try to come through it.”

THE Kent managerial merry-go- 
round was given an extra spin this 
week after three bosses all handed 
in their resignations. 

Alan Walker and Lloyd Hume 
quit Maidstone United on Monday 
after five years at the club, while 
Mark Butler left Margate on 
Wednesday having taken charge of 
only 12 league games. 

The Stones duo told chairman 


Paul Bowden-Brown they were 
unable to take the club any further 
and reserve-team manager Peter 
Nott will take charge of first-team 
affairs until the end of the season. 

Having arrived at Hartsdown 
Park in October, Butler had been 
working on a non-contract basis 
and when his request for a contract 
was turned down, he handed in his 
resignation to the Gate board. 


He said: “I’m very disappointed, 
but the club are happy because I 
made this decision for them. A 
small crumb of comfort is I know 
I’ve made the right decision.” 

Both clubs are battling relegation 
from the Ryman Premier Division 
and have 10 weeks to avoid the trap 
door to Ryman One South.
